Report  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Whitman : 

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Whitman  respectfully  sub- 
mit their  forty-third  annual  report  of  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1917,  with  ap- 
propriations and  pa3rments  made  as  given  to  us  by  the  different 
departments  of  the  Town  in  their  respective  reports. 

This  has  been  a  very  eventful  ..year,  not  only  for  this  Town 
and  State  but  for  the  whole  United  States.  We  are  now  at 
war  with  Germany  and  Austria,  and  many  of  our  best  young 
men  are  across  the  water  and  more  will  follow.  These  young 
men  are  offering  all  they  hold  dear — home,  friends  and  loved 
ones,  even  life  itself  in  order  that  our  country  may  live,  and 
tyranny  and  oppression  be  driven  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 
We  who  are  not  able  to  go  to  war  must  do  our  share  to  sup- 
port and  protect  these  young  men  who  go. 

The  people  as  a  whole  have  done  well  but  we  must  do  still 
more,  by  assisting  those  societies  which  are  doing  such  good 
work  for  these  boys.  We  must  continue  to  help  in  every  way 
we  can  by  conserving  in  fuel  and  food  and  by  keeping  our 
^appropriations  as  low  as  we  possibly  can.  If  we  do  this  we 
will  be  able  to  lower  our  tax  rate  and  be  better  able  to  aid  the . 
Nation  to  prosecute  the  war  to  a  successful  issue. 

We  have  had  a  loss  in  the  Town  Treasury  and  Tax  Collec- 
tor's Office^  of  some  $26,000.00.  The  town  was  greatly  in- 
convenienced many  times,  being  without  funds  to  meet  their 
just  debts. 

The  Town  Officer  was  bonded  by  the  Town  for  $30,000.00 
but  his  books  were  in  such  a  condition  the  Bonding  Com- 
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pany  refused  to  pay  the  full  amount.  Acting  on  the  advice 
of  our  counsel,  Mr.  Geogan,  we  accepted  a  settlement  with 
the  Company,  for  $15,500.00,  which  still  leaves  a  shortage 
of  some  $11,000.00  that  must  be  assumed  by  the  Town. 

We  would  recommend  to  the  Town,  as  the  two  offices  of 
Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer  .are  now  separate,  that  they 
always  remain  so  and  that  no  one  man  ever  again  be  allowed 
to  hold  more  than  one  of  these  offices  at  any  one  time. 

We  believe  had  this  been  done  before  we  would  not  have 
the  shortage  that  we  have  at  the  present  time. 

Under  the  present  arrangement  we  have  a  system  of  auditing 
whereby  the  books  of  the  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer  are 
audited  every  month  and  a  report  given  to  the  Selectmen  on 
or  before  the  10th  of  each  month.  In  this  way  we  expect  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  every  financial  transaction  of  the  Town. 
This  will  mean  a  greater  cost  for  our  Auditors,  yet  we  believe 
it  will  be  money  well  spent  and  will  result  in  a  saving  to  the 
Town. 

The  present  Auditors  elected  by  the  Town,  Norman  H. 
Curry  and  William  D.  Cody,  have  done  excellent  work  and 
today  through  their  efforts  we  have  the  most  thorough  audit  we 
have  had  in  years. 

Mr.  Cody  has  recently  been  called  to  the  Colors  to  help  in 
defense  of  Our  Coimtry,  while  we  regret  losing  him  from  the 
office  he  filled  so  successfully  we  congratulate  him  on  his 
appointment  by  the  Government  to  his  new  position. 

Walter  E.  Vaughn  has  assisted  in  the  work  since  the  resig- 
nation of  Mr.  Cody  and  has  done  splendid  work.  We  can  only 
speak  of  these  men  in  the  highest  terms. 

Much  has  been  said  about  borrowing  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes  by  the  Town.  Now  these  are  the  facts.  The  fiscal 
year  of  the  Town  begins  January  1st  of  each  year.  At  the 
March  meeting  the  Town  votes  to  appropriate  the  money 
that  the  Town  will  use  during  the  year.  The  taxes  are  assessed 
in  April  and  are  collected  in  October.    Bills  are  being  con-

tracted  from  January  1st  to  October  and  money  must  be 
provided  to  meet  those  bills.  As  a  result  it  becomes  necessary 
to  borrow  at  our  March  meeting  to  pay  those  bills  contracted 
during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year.  We  know  of  no  other 
way  to  meet  those  obligations. 

The  appointments  and  work  thereunder  are  a  large  part 
of  the  administrative  work  of  the  town,  and  the  work  done  by 
the  appointed  officers  and  the  degree  of  success  attained  is 
dependent  largely  upon  the  wisdom  of  those  appointments. 
In  other  words,  in  getting  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 
It  seems  appropriate  that  we  should  review  briefly  the  work  of 
the  officers  appointed  by  this  board  while  referring  to  their 
several  reports  for  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  performed 
by  them. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  has  in  the  past  year  continued  to  give 
the  town  splendid  service,  as  far  as  we  know,  and  we  have 
received  little  criticism  as  to  the  conduct  and  management  of 
the  members  of  this  branch  of  the  town  service. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  one  of  the  most  important  departments 
in  the  town  and  is  conducted  by  the  board  of  Fire  Engineers, 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  engineers  this  year  are 
Charles  Conant,  E.  Clifton  Taft  and  Robert  Nesmith,  and 
they  have  performed  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 
We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  this  year  as  we  have  had 
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no  large  fires  for  which  great  credit  should  be  given  to  the 
officers  and  men  of  this  department,  for  their  vigilance  and 
promptness  in  attending  every  alarm. 


FOREST  WARDEN  AND  GYPSy'  MOTH  WORK 

This  part  of  the  Town  work  is  done  under  the  instruction 
of  State  Officers.    This  Officer's  name  must  be  submitted  to  the 
State  by  the  Selectmen  for  approval.    Clarence  A.  Randall 
"   has  had  charge  of  the  work  again  this  year  and  has  given  sat- 
f action  to  the  Town  and  to  the  State. 


INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS 

Dr.  Owen  F.  Bumpus,  who  for  many  years  attended  to  this 
work  was  again  appointed,  and  as  usual  he  performed  his 
work  in  the  same  capable  manner.  This  is  a  very  important 
position,  one  in  which  we  believe  Dr.  Bumpus  is  doing  excellent 
work. 


SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

W.  C.  Gumey  who  has  had  charge  of  this  work  for  several 
years  was  again  in  charge  this  year.  This  work  is  becoming 
more  important  each  year  and  requires  a  person  of  experience 
to  do  this  work  as  great  care  must  be  taken  in  adjusting  the 
scales  and  measures  so  that  honest  weight  and  full  measure 
may  be  given  and  received  by  all.  We  believe  our  present 
sealer  fills  the  bill  in  every  respect.

vStations: — The  Central  station  has  been  completed  as  per 
\^ote  of  town  at  last  annual  meeting. 

The  large  room  on  the  upper  floor  in  the  arrear,  originally 
intended  for  a  hay  loft,  has  been  finished  off  into  three  com- 
pany rooms,  while  the  fr9nt  part  has  been  refinished  into  one 
large  reception  room. 

We  have  two  fire  stations  that  will  compare  favorably 
with  any  city  or  town  in  the  state. 

The  station  at  Aubumville  should  be  disposed  of  in  some 
way  either  by  auction  or  private  sale  as  it  is  no  ornament  to 
the  town  in  its  present  state. 

Apparatus: — Mr.  B.  S.  Atwood,  who  has  furnished  horses 
for  Hose  Co.  No.  3,  for  over  thirty  years,  and  often  at  very 
much  inconvenience  to  himself,  notified  us  April  1,  that  we 
must  make  other  arrangements,  we  could  find  no  one  will- 
ing to  furnish  horses,  but  Mr.  B.  W.  Atwood,  a  member  of 
the  company,  came  to  our  aid,  and  kindly  loaned  us  his  Adams 
truck,  we  have  made  it  suitable  for  fire  purposes,  and  it  makes 
a  good  piece  of  fire  apparatus. 

It  might  be  wise  to  purchase  it,  as  would  meet  the  require- 
ments of  this  company  for  a  few  years  to  come  at  very  little 
expense. 

It  is  high  time  that  the  town  awoke  to  the  fact  that  we  have 
ro  motor  apparatus  in  the  central  station.  A  few  years  ago, 
there  were  four  large  stables  around  this  station  to  draw  horses 
from,  at  the  present  time  there  are  only  two,  and  if  one  of  these 
two,  should  withdraw  his  horses,  we  could  not  move  half 
of  the  apparatus  in  this  station. 

The  town  must  be  prepared  to  take  some  action  in  the 
near  future  for  their  own  protection. 

The  force: — The  men  in  the  department,  have  petitioned 
for  an  increase  in  salary,  and  their  request  is  to  be  brought 
hefore  the  town  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting.  They  are 
receiving  at  present  time,  ten  dollars  per  year,  and  fifty  cents 
per  hour,  we  find  upon  investigation,  that  towns  in  this 
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vicinity  are  pa^dng,  fifteen,  twenty  and  twenty  five  dollars 
per  year  and  fifty  cents  per  hour.  We  think  our  men  should 
be  graded  and  work  up,  the  new  men  to  start  at  the  small 
amoimt,  while  those  that  have  had  four  years'  service  to  re- 
ceive the  full  amoimt.  We  would  recommend  that  their 
request  be  granted. 

We  would  take  this  opportimity  to  extend  our  thanks  to 
the  Selectmen,  Police,  .and  members  of  the  department,  and 
to  all,  who  by  deed  or  act  have  helped  us  in  the  performance 
of  our  duties.

This  Spring  I  set  out  fifty  trees  mostly  Rock  Maple,  the 
larger  part  of  these  trees  were  planted  on  Park  Ave.,  and  Es- 
sex St.  The  Cemetery  Association  paid  for  the  trees  on  these 
streets.

They  ought  to 
be  sprayed  to  keep  them  out  and  would  recommend  the  sum 
of  $450.00  for  the  ensuing  year.

I  hereby  give  my  report  on  the  Gypsy  and  Brown-tail  Moth, 
and  will  say  that  the  Brown-tail  Moths  are  about  extinct,  as 
I  did  not  find  but  a  few  nests  this  fall. 
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The  Gypsy  Moths  are  very  nimierous,  and  they  are  getting 
thicker  all  over  the  town,  and  unless  we  do  a  large  amount  of 
spraying  this  spring  and  summer  I  am  afraid  they  will  destroy 
the  orchards  and  street  trees  to  some  extent.  I  would  rec- 
ommend the  sum  of  $650.00  for  this  work,  and  also  the  sum  of 
$600.00  for  a  new  power  sprayer  this  year.

Report  of  Street  Lighting 
Committee 


During  the  past  year  new  lights  were  installed  in  the  follow- 
ing places : 

1-  60  Candle  Power  Light,  Beal  Avenue. 

2-  60  Candle  Power  Light,  Stetson  Street  Extension. 
4-60  Candle  Power  Light,  Franklin  Street. 

Making  a  total  of  329  60-candle  power  lights ;  25  80  candle 
power  lights. 

With  this  number  of  lights  the  town  is  fairly  well  lighted. 
There  are  some  who  desire  to  see  the  business  parts  of  the  town 
better  lighted,  but  we  do  not  deem  it  advisable  at  this  time  to 
install  any  more  lights  than  are  necessary  for  public  safety. 
The  present  indications  are  that  the  town  will  be  compelled 
to  limit  the  time  when  our  streets  will  be  lighted.  If  this 
should  occur,  it  will,  of  course,  require  a  readjustment  of 
present  schedule  and  costs.  If  any  person  seeing  a  light  not 
burning  will  kindly  notify  any  member  of  the  Street  Lighting 
Committee  or  Edison  Company  agent,  telephone  No.  165-J, 
the  town  will  benefit  thereby. 

Your  Committee  has  conferred  with  the  Edison  Company 
in  regard  to  lower  rates,  but  of  no  avail.  All  we  can  get  is  a 
promise  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  any  improvements  in  the 
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S3'stem,  and  in  this  direction  the  Edison  Company  have  re- 
placed almost  all  the  40-candle  power  lights  with  60-candle 
power  lights. 

The  Edison  Company  submits  the  following  proposition 
for  a  term  of  three  and  five  years

Report  of  the  Treasurer 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Whitman : 

In  preparing  the  following  report  for  the  consideration  of 
the  voters,  it  is  my  aim  to  state  in  as  clear  and  concise  a  way 
as  possible  exactly  what  has  been  done  in  the  Treasurer's 
Department  during  my  term  of  office  and  to  present  a  plain 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  in  which  the  town  finds 
itself  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  caieful  and  thoughtful  consideration 
of  the  voters  will  be  given  this  report  to  the  end  that  intelli- 
gent action  may  be  taken  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

This  report  covers  from  March  12,  1917,  the  date  of  my 
assuming  the  office,  to  December  31,  1917,  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  a  report  covering  the  entire  fiscal  year  being  im- 
possible on  account  of  the  conditions  existing  at  the  time  the 
office  was  taken  over. 

THE  TREASURER'S  OFFICE 

Because  of  the  absolute  lack  of  books,  records,  and  filing 
systems  in  the  treasurer's  office  at  the  Town  Hall,  my  first 
duty  was  to  remedy  this  condition.  Drawers  and  desks  were 
thoroughly  gone  over  and  such  records  and  documents  as 
were  found  were  placed  in  the  vault.  A  system  of  filing  paid 
orders,  canceled  checks,  paid  notes,  and  bonds  and  insurance 
policies  was  established  in  the  vault  and  such  papers  are  now 
properly  filed  and  readily  accessible. 
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TREASURER'S  CASH  BOOK 

The  providing  of  a  cash  book  for  my  use  was  given  con- 
siderable time  and  study.  My  problem  was  not  to  intro- 
duce a  system  of  accounting  but  to  provide  a  treasurer's  book 
that  would  properly  fit  in  with  the  systems  now  in  use  by 
the  various  departments.  After  several  conferences  with 
the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics  I  adopted  for  use  a  three  column 
cash  book  which  seemingly  meets  existing  conditions  in  a 
more  or  less  satisfactory  manner. 

The  columns  on  the  debit  side  show  receipts  under  the 
following  captions:  "Notes  and  Bonds,"  "Taxes,"  "Mis- 
cellaneous;" and  on  the  credit  side  the  order  number  and 
department  drawings  are  shown,  and  payments  under  the 
captions,  "Selectmen,"  "Overseers  of  the  Poor,"  and  "School 
Committee." 

I  offer  no  brief  for  this  book ;  it  simply  affords  a  method  of 
entering  the  cash  transactions  under  the  various  systems 
now  in  use.  Personally,  I  strongly  recommend  the  Town 
Accountant  System  as  established  in  a  constantly  increasing 
number  of  towns  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics.  In  some  of 
these  towns  where  the  system  has  been  used  for  as  short  a 
time  as  three  years  only,  wonderful  results  in  a  financial  way 
are  shown. 


CHECK  BOOK  ' 

I  could  find  no  evidence  of  a  properly  kept  check  book  in 
the  treasurer's  office,  nor  any  records  of  monthly  reconciling 
of  account  of  such  book  as  was  kept  with  the  bank.  I  there- 
fore had  a  check  book  printed,  furnished  free  of  charge  by  the 
bank.  These  checks  show  the  number  of  the  order  which 
a  given  check  pays,  and  when  paid  and  returned  by  the  bank 
are  filed  in  numerical  order. 
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My  idea  when  starting  this  book  was  to  pay  every  thing 
by  check  using  a  system  comparing  with  the  voucher  check 
system.  I  found  this  impracticable  under  the  existing  sys- 
tems of  orders  issued  by  the  departments,  and  entailing  an 
immense  amount  of  clerical  work.  Under  the  Town  Account- 
ant System  the  method  might  be  practical  but  is  not  used 
exclusively  even  then,  I  am  told. 

All  orders  for  the  larger  amounts,  however,  I  have  paid  by 
check;  and  in  all  payments  I  have  on  file  either  cancelled  paid 
check,  or  receipt  signed  by  the  payee. 

INTEREST 

No  interest  has  ever  apparently  been  collected  by  the  treas- 
urer on  moneys  on  deposit  in  the  National  Bank.  I  secured 
from  the  bank  an  allowance  of  three  per  cent  on  daily  balances 
over  $1,000,  and  on  one  occasion  was  able  to  take  advantage 
of  an  early  payment  of  a  note  to  one  of  the  Boston  bankers 
which  netted  four  per  cent.  The  interest  collected  during 
my  term  of  office  is  as  follows :

As  far  as  I  can  find,  past  records  show  no  collection  by  the 
treasurer  of  any  similar  amount. 


INSURANCE  POLICIES 


Upon  taking  over  the  office  I  found  that  the  policies  of  in- 
surance covering  on  town  property,  were  scattered  around 
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the  tov^TL  building  with  no  apparent  SA^stem  of  fih'ng.  As 
these  policies  are  pa^^able,  in  case  of  loss,  to  the  town  treas- 
urer and  would  have  to  be  produced  by  him  if  a  fire  occurred, 
I  felt  that  they  should  be  in  the  treasurer's  charge.  After 
some  difficult}^  I  rounded  up  all  of  the  policies  and  filed  them 
properly  in  the  vault.  I  also  established  an  Expiration 
book  so  that  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  ascertain  what  is  expir- 
ing in  a  giA^en  year.    1918  expirations  are  as  follows:

PERMANENT  LOANS 

There  was  apparently  no  record  of  permanent  loan'^  in  the 
treasurer's  office.  I  have  established  a  book  recording  these 
loans,  showing  date  and  purpose  of  issue,  date  of  expiration, 
etc.  While  the  information  is  easily  accessible  from  this  book, 
I  have  recently  learned  of  a  card  system,  in  use  in  a  nearby 
town,  which  is  so  much  superior  to  the  book  system  that  I 
shall  adopt  it  before  the  expiration  of  mv  term  of  office.

TEMPORARY  LOANS 

The  condition  of  the  Temporar^^  Revenue  Loan  Account 
is  by  far  the  most  important  portion  of  this  report  and  I  res- 
pectfully ask  for  it  the  most  careful  consideration  of  the  voters. 
The  deficit  in  the  town  finances  now  appears  in  this  account. 
This  is  caused  primarily  because  of  the  non-collection  of  taxes 
and  unwarranted  borrowing  in  past  years,  and,  secondly, 
because  of  the  borrowing  that  had  to  be  done  at  the  beginning 
of  my  term,  necessitated  by  existing  conditions  in  town  finances. 
It  was  a  most  imsatisfactory  thing  to  do,  this  excessive  bor- 
rowing, albeit  the  only  thing.  We  "borrowed  of  Peter  to 
pay  Paul" — ^^^e  now  face  settlement  with  Peter.  Follow- 
ing are  the  boiled  dow^n  figures  of  the  present  condition  of 
this  account :

The  following  letter  sent  by  me  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men will  show  what  I  have  done  in  the  way  of  suggesting  a 
remedy  for  this  condition: 

Whitman,  Mass.,  January  7,  1918. 

To  the  Boaid  of  Selectmen: 

Whitman,  Mass. 
Gentlemen : 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  deficit  now  repre- 
serted  by  the  temporary  revenue  loan  account  and  suggest 
that  immediate  action  be  taken  to  correct  this  condition. 
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(Here  follow  the  approximate  figures  of  the  acconnt  which 
were  available  at  the  time.  The  correct  condition  of  the 
account  is  given  on  the  preceding  pages.) 

I  have  spent  much  tim.e  with  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  with  regard  to  this  matter  who  advises  me  that 
steps  must  be  taken  at  once  to  offset  this  deficit  or  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  future  town  notes  could  be  certified  by  the  Bureau  or 
if  the  Brokers  would  be  willing  to  take  over  the  town  paper. 

The  Director  suggests  a  way  out  of  the  diffiiculty  as  follows : 

The  sum  of  at  least  $20,000.00  should  be  raised,  the  sum 
in  excess  of  the  deficit  being  an  offset  to  imcoUectable  taxes 
for  the  three  years.  Five  thousand  of  this  amotmt  should 
be  appropriated  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March  and  the 
remaining  $15,000.00  raised  by  the  establishing  of  a  "Fimding 
Loan,"  notes  of  So, 000. 00  each  being  issued  one  to  fall  due 
each  year  for  the  next  three  years.  This  will  spread  the  bur- 
den over  a  period  of  time  thus  making  it  some  easier  for  the 
tax  payer. 

An  act  of  the  legislature  will  be  needed  to  obtain  the  neces- 
sary authority  for  the  establishing  of  this  fund  and  the  Di- 
rector suggests  that  a  bill  be  introduced  at  once  for  this  pur- 
pose— it  m^ay  be  accepted  or  not  b}^  the  voters  at  the  annual 
to^Ti  meeting. 

I  would  suggest  that  Air.  Harding  of  your  board  v\^ho  is 
a  former  member  of  the  house  be  instructed  to  introduce  the 
required  bill. 

An  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  as 
follows  will  prOAdde  the  necessary  opportunity^  for  action  on 
this  matter:  "To  see  what  action  the  tovm  will  take  relative 
to  the  deficit  now  presented  by  revenue  loans."

After  writing  the  above  letter,  further  conference  was  had 
with  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  it  was  decided  our  funding 
loan  should  be  larger.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  $50,000  is  to 
be  needed  during  the  month  of  March  to  pay  maturing  notes, 
at  least  $30,000  must  be  in  hand,  depending  for  the  balance 
on  the  amount  due  from  the  Bonding  Company  and  upon 
the  efforts  of  the  tax  collector.  We  accordingly  had  the  bill 
fram.ed  to  provide  for  a  funding  loan  of  $25,000.00  to  be  paid 
$5,000.00  yearly  for  five  years,  and  shall  ask  for  an  approp- 
riation of  $5,000.00  at  the  annual  meeting. 

By  authority  of  the  Selectmen,  the  bill  as  above  suggested 
was  presented  to  the  legislature  by  our  representative,  Mr. 
John  T.  Crowley,  who  took  much  kindly  interest  in  the  matter 
which  I  greatly  appreciated.  This  leaves  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  voters  for  final  disposition. 

I  trust  that  my  handling  of  this  matter  will  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  voters  and  that  the  action  described  in  the 
foregoing  will  be  taken  at  the  annual  meeting. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  only  the  prompt 
■payment  of  taxes  will  prevent  a  recurrence  of  existing  con- 
ditions, sooner  or  later,  perhaps  only  in  a  lesser  degree.  Also 
if  taxes  are  not  paid,  the  treasurer  has  only  one  alternative 
left  him — borrowing. 

But  the  wholesale  borrowing  of  the  past  should  never  be 
permitted  in  the  future.  Borrowing  in  ''anticipation  of  taxes" 
is  only  to  be  used  as  a  stop-gap  and  if  the  tax  collector  properly 
does  his  work,  should  never  have  to  be  resorted  to  until  some- 
time in  the  summer  months  to  tide  the  treasury  over  until 
the  tax  bills  are  out  in  October.  When  borrowing  begins  in 
February,  as  has  happened  frequently  in  this  town,  and  is 
continued  until  the  limit  of  borrowing  is  reached,  it  is  a  sure 
indication  of  something  radically  wrong  in  the  financial  depart- 
ments and  should  be  subjected  to  the  keenest  investigation 
before  being  allowed. 

Bankers  say  that  .during  the  coming  year  municipal  loans 
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can  be  placed  only  at  almost  prohibitive  rates  because  of  the 
many  other  attractive  investments  now  available  for  investors. 
This  high  rate,  if  paid,  will  of  course  ultimately  come  out  of 
the  tax  payers.  Following  is  a  list  of  town  notes  paid  by  me 
since  March  12,  1917,  a  list  of  notes  due,  and  dates  due  of 
payment  for  the  remainder  of  1918:

ANNUAL  CLOSING  OF  BOOKS 

Upon  advice  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  I  notified  the  various 
departments  on  December  1,  that  the  treasurer's  books  would 
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be  closed  on  December  31,  1917.  In  a  moment  of  weaki^ess 
and  against  my  better  judgment,  I  gave  leeway  to  January 
5,  1918.  Then  the  time  v/as  extended  to  January  10,  1918, 
and  if  I  hadn't  closed  then,  things  would  apparently  have 
drifted  along  indefinitely,  as  1917  orders  are  reaching  me  at 
the  date  of  writing  this  report,  sometime  later. 

This  is  evidently  a  relic  of  conditions  existing  in  former 
years.  It  is  absolutely  unnecessary.  A  number  of  depart- 
ments had  their  accounts  ready  for  closing,  as  requested,  and 
if  some  can,  all  can.  If  the  department  accounts  are  kept  up 
to  date  throughout  the  year,  all  bills  due  can  be  procured  as 
easily  on  December  31,  as  they  can  on  January  15,  of  course 
excepting  such  accounts  as  Electric  Light  and  Gas.  With 
a  Town  Accountant,  the  books  would  be  closed  promptly  on 
December  31,  as  is  the  case  in  all  modemly  conducted  business 
concerns. 

Prompt  closing  of  books  means  Town  Reports  early  in 
the  hands  of  the  voters  and  opportunity  for  intelligent  voting 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

PAYMENT  OF  ORDERS 

From  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  office,  I  have  insisted 
upon  an  order  before  I  have  paid  out  a  cent  of  the  town's 
money.  In  the  past,  it  appears  that  notes  and  bonds,  interest, 
etc.,  have  been  paid  without  orders.  I  could  see  no  sense 
in  requiring  an  order  for  a  fifteen  cent  payment  and  making 
a  $50,000.00  payment  without  an  order. 

The  present  system  consists  of  orders  drawn  by  three  de- 
partments; Selectmen,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  School 
Committee.  This,  I  am  told,  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics 
is  not  lawful,  the  Selectmen  being  the  only  body  legally  en- 
titled to  draw  orders. 

I  hesitate  to  recommend  along  this  line  as  the  School  Com- 
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mittee  orders  are  the  onh^  ones  that  have  come  to  the  treas- 
urer's office  on  anything  Hke  schedule  time,  and  I  dislike  to 
change  this  for  something  less  satisfactory. 

The  Selectmen's  and  Overseers'  orders  have  not  come  to 
me  in  any  way  at  all  satisfactory.  The  Boards  meet  res- 
pectively,"  A  londay  and  Tuesday  evenings  and  it  does  not 
appear  at  all  unreasonable  to  ask  for  the  orders  not  later  than 
8.30  a  m.  on  Thursday,  the  town  pay  day.  This  allows  plenty 
of  time  for  proper  entering  on  the  books  and  payment  on  time 
in  the  afternoon. 

Ever  since  I  assumed  office,  it  has  been  a  constant  struggle 
on  my  part  to  get  the  orders  at  all  on  pay-day,  and  sometimes, 
I  did  not  get  them.  I  was  told  by  others  in  the  building  that 
this  was  a  "regular  thing"  and  that  I'd  soon  "get  used  to  it." 
I  have  not  become  used  to  it,  howcA^er,  nor  do  I  think  it  neces- 
sary nor  in  any  way  an  efficient  method  of  transacting  the  town's 
business.  Aside  from  this,  it  works  a  needless  hardship, 
particularly  in  the  Poor  Department.  The  recipients  in  this 
department  usually  need  the  money  to  live  on,  and  when  or- 
ders have  failed  to  appear,  they  have  had  to  go  without  money, 
perhaps  after  a  walk  to  the  town  building  in  inclement  weather. 

CONCLUSION 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  publicly  express  my  great 
appreciation  of  the  help  I  have  received  during  the  year  from 
Mr.  Theodore  Waddell  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics,  and 
from  Mr.  Charles  R.  Cox,  Tax  Collector  of  the  Town  of  Whit- 
man. The  kindly  counsel  and  expert  advice  of  Mr.  Waddell 
who  is,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  the  leading  authorit}^  of  today 
on  Town  Finances,  has  been  invaluable  in  solving  many  a 
vexing  problem,  and  through  him  I  have  learned  much  which 
I  have  tried  to  use  for  the  betterment  of  the  town. 

The  splendid  cooperation  of  Mr.  Cox  has  been  one  of  the 
pleasantest  experiences  of  my  retm  of  office.    His  job  has 
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been  far  from  a  sinecure,  as  any  one  in  the  office  for  any  length 
of  time  could  readily  see;  but  he  has  handled  it  most  efficiently 
as  his  report  will  show.  He  has  at  all  times  been  ready  to 
put  forth  extra  effort  when  additional  money  was  needed  by 
my  department  and  it  is  my  frank  opinion  that  it  is  largely 
through  his  efficient  efforts  that  the  town  has  been  enabled  to 
make  a  start  toward  a  correction  of  existing  conditions.

Report  of  Health  Department 


Fellow  Citizens: 

In  the  report  of  your  Health  Board  for  the  past  year  we 
believe  in  a  full  publicity  of  conditions  as  we  find  them  to 
'  exist  in  Whitman  and  to  abate  in  so  far  as  possible  what  might 
become  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  community.  On  the 
report  of  a  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  the  first 
measure  of  precaution  is  a  more  or  less  complete  isolation 
and  quarantine  from  others,  to  limit  its  spread,  and  to  fol- 
low up  by  inquiry  and  investigation  the  source  and  cause  of 
,  the  outbreak,  if  possible,  and  finally,  at  its  conclusion,  to  give 
a  thorough  fumiigation  to  destroy  the  germs  that  might  remain 
after  recovery  from  the  disease. 

We  have  tried  to  follow  the  recommendations  as  laid  down 
by  the  committees  on  the  standardization  of  local  health  reg- 
ulations in  this  Comxmonwealth. 

The  hardship  in  the  detention  at  home,  from  school  and  often 
from  work  and  the  necessary  breaking  up  of  the  home  life 
for  a  time  is  justified  in  safeguarding  the  lives,  health  and 
happiness  of  others.  The  contagious  and  communicable  di- 
seases as  reported  to  your  Board  of  Health  and  compared  with 
those  of  the  previous  year  are  as  follows:

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In  the  above  summary  Diphtheria  was  unusually  prevalent 
but  with  no  fatal  cases.  Your  Board  feel  that  there  is  urgent 
need  of  opening  up  the  surface  drains,  for  the  greater  number 
of  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  in  localities  where  the  drainage 
is  bad  or  none  at  all.  .  The  overflowing  and  seepage  of  cess- 
pools into  stagnant  and  filled-up  drains  with  the  damp  and 
ill- ventilated  cellars  cannot  .fail  to  bring  resultant  diseases. 
If  the  cellars  are  wet,  open  the  windows  and  let  the  fresh  air 
drive  out  the  miasmatic  vapors  from  the  sodden  earth.  While 
we  had  an  unusual  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  they 
have  been  generally  light  and  with  no  fatalities.  Lobar  Pneu- 
monia has  been  made  reportable  and  it  has  been  and  is  quite 
prevalent  and  unusually  fatal.  With  the  many  and  varied 
advances  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  Pneimionia  continues 
its  heavy  toll  on  human  life.  It  would  seem  that  the  mortality 
in  Pnuemonia  is  as  great  as  it  was  50  or  100  ^''ears  ago,  in  the 
days  of  calomel,  bloodletting  and  tartar  emetic,  and  we  be- 
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lieve  that  tartar  emetic  still  comes  the -nearest  to  its  specific 
treatment  of  all  the  dmgs  in  the  whole  armament  a  tium. 

Unfortunately  we  have  had  some -few  cases  of  Rubella  or 
Rotheln  commonly  called  German  Measles.  The  nam.e  has 
become  so  objectionable  that  it  has  been  suggested  that  the 
disease  be  designated  as  Victory  Measles  or  any  old  name  that 
would  not  be  so  unpopular  to  the  American  public.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  Mr.  Aaron  Healy  has  completed  his 
plan  of  the  drains  of  Whitman  as  he  alone  knew  them,  and 
that  they  are  locked  up  in  the  vaults  of  the  Town  Hall  for 
future  reference  as  occasion  ma}"  require.  We  have  voted 
to  Mr.  Healy  the  thanks  of  the  Board  and  of  the  town  for  his 
various  recollections  and  devious  plans.  We  have  no  crit- 
icism of  the  drains  Mr.  Healy  built  even  if  he  did  make  water 
run  up-hill.  We  have  seen  the  bore  at  St.  John  and  know  that 
water  will  run  up  hill  and  where  Whitman  has  the  first  canal 
ever  built  in  this  country  the  matter  of  an  up-hill-drain  is 
only  another  watenvay  in  its  history. 

The  School  St.  drain  west  of  the  Dyer  school  and  the  McLane 
Bros,  factory  for  which  the  town  appropriated  $100.00,  was 
well  built  by  Mr.  Ixlichael  Kenneally  and  within  the  appro- 
priation. We  cannot  fail  to  voice  our  appreciation  of  the 
good  work  your  School  Board  have  done  in  enlarging  their 
system  of  cesspools  and  filling  and  grading  the  playground 
in  the  rear  of  the  Dyer  School.  The  parents  of  the  children 
that  attend  that  school  should  feel  that  the  sanitary  condition 
and  surroundings  are  all  that  could  be  desired. 
'  Twenty-two  stables  and  dairies  were  visited  and  v/ere  found 
to  be  in  good  condition  and  IS  licenses  were  issued  for  the 
sale  of  milk. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  bacteria 
by, Mr.  Boiling,  with  thirteen  well  within  the  limit  (500000.) 
and  eight  above.  While  the  palate  and  stomach  may  tolerate 
a  half  a  million  bacteria,  when  it  comes  to  two  hundred  and 
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twenty  million  bacteria  that  milk  should  be  and  was  condemned 
for  sale. 

The  milk  producers  generally  have  clean  milk  but  when 
there  is  a  scarcity  the  man  who  keeps  one  or  two  cows  and 
who  has  neither  the  inclination  nor  the  responsibility  to  pro- 
duce clean  milk  was  the  one  whose  milk  had  a  high  bacterial 
count. 

In  all  cases  where  there  is  a  contagious  disease  in  a  house 
we  have  strictly  charged  and  rigidly  enforced  that  no  milk 
bottles  shall  be  left  or  taken  from  the  house  but  all  milk  must 
be  emptied  into  a  bowl  or  pitcher  belonging  to  the  house. 

There  are  all  together  too  many  com.plaints  of  overflow- 
ing cesspools.  Too  often  is  it  the  case  that  the  complaint 
comes  to  the  Board  of  Health  where  a  request  to  the  land- 
lord would  have  been  sufficient,  on  the  other  hand,  too  often 
the  landlord,  knowing  the  bad  conditions,  will  wait  for  a  com- 
plaint before  taking  measures  to  abate  the  nuisance.  If 
householders  and  landlords  generally  would  study  how  best, 
by  blind  drains  and  auxiliary  cesspools,  to  dispose  of  their 
sewage,  it  might  be  more  of  a  saving  than  a  war  savings  stamp 
or  a  Liberty  Bond. 

With  the  appended  reports  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector  and 
that  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals  we  submit  for  your  approval 
the  report  of  your  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  1917.

(2)  Physicians  must  Report  Diseases. 

When  a  physician  knows  that  a  person  whom  he  is  called  to 
visit  is  infected  with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  in  writing  over  his 
own  signature  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

XOTE: — It  is  recommended  that  in  all  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  smallpox  and  in  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  or  septic  sore  throat  when  occurring  in 
the  household  of  any  person  engaged  in  the  pro- 
duction, transportation  or  handling  of  milk,  or  when 
presimiably  caused  by  the  consimiption  of  infected 
milk,  the  written  report  shall,  when  practical,  be 
preceded  by  an  immediate  telephone  report  to  the 
Board  of  Heakh. 

(3)  Householders  Must  Report  Diseases. 

A  householder  who  knows  that  a  person  in  his  family  or 
house  is  sick  with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health 
shall  forthwith  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Health. 


II.    ISOLATION  AND  SICK  ROOM  REGULATIONS. 
(4)    Isolation  of  Infected  Persons. 

Whoever  is  infected  with  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  smallpox 
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shall  be  isolated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  no  person  so  infected  shall  leaA^e  the  hospital  or  room  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  of  Health  until  given  permission  by  them. 

No  person  other  than  the  attending  physician,  clerg\^man, 
necessary  attendants -and  agents  of  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
enter  nor  shall  any  dog  or  cat  be  allowed  to  enter  any  room 
or  apartment  set  apart  for  the  isolation  of  a  case  of  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever  or  smallpox. 

All  persons  entering'the  room  or  apartment  where  a  case  of 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  smallpox  is  isolated  shall  take  such 
precautions  and  practise  such  m_easures  of  cleansing  or  dis- 
infection of  their  persons  or  garments  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  Board  of  Health. 

No  person  shall  peiTnit  any  child,  minor  or  other  person 
imder  his  charge,  infected  wi:ih  measles,  whooping  cough  or 
anterior  poliomyelitis  to  come  in  contact  with  others  than  adult 
or  immime  members  of  the  household. 

(5)    Disinfection  of  Articles  and  Excretions. 

No  article  shall  be  removed  from  the  room  in  which  a  case 
of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  smallpox  is  isolated  until  dis- 
infected as  required  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

(6T    Duration  of  Isolation. 

Isolation  and  quarantine  shall  continue  until  release  by  the 
Board  of  Health. 

The  miihimum  period  of  isolation  or  quarantine  of  a  person 
having  any  of  the  following  diseases  (reckoned  from  the  date 
when  thp  nnticp  nf  such  disease  is  mailed)  shall  be  as  follows: 
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Diphtheria :  until  two  successive,  negative  cultures,  taken  from 
the  site  of  the  disease  at  least  24  hours  apart  have^been 
obtained. 

Scarlet  Fever:  28  days  and  thereafter  until  all  abnormal  dis- 
charges have  ceased. 
Small  pox :  until  desquamation  ceases. 
Anterior  PoHmyelitis:  28  days. 

III.  EXPOSED  PERSONS. 

(7)  Maximum  Incubation  Periods. 

Persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  diseases  dangerous  to  the 
public  health  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  danger  of  contracting 
such  diseases  unless  immunized  by  an  attack  or  by  vaccines 
or  unless  free  from  symptoms  of  the  disease  during  the  follow- 
ing longest  common  incubation  periods  after  the  latest  exposure : 
Diphtheria:  8  days. 
Scarlet  Fever:  8  days. 
Smallpox:  21  days. 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis:  14  days. 
Chicken  Pox:  21  days. 
Measles:  14  days. 
Mumps:  21  days. 
Whooping  Cough :  14  days. 

NOTE : — It  is  recommended  that  persons  who  have 
been  exposed  to  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  smallpox 
be  under  observation  during  the  above  incubation 
periods . 

IV.  EXCLUSION  FROM  SCHOOL. 

(8)  Exclusion  of  Infected  Children  from  School. 

Persons  who  are  or  lately  have  been  infected  with  any  disease 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  shall  be  excluded  from  all 
schools  and  gatherings  of  children  during  the  following  periods 
and  until  given  a  permit  by  the  Board  of  Health: 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis:  28  days. 
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Diphtheria :  until  released  from  isolation. 

Chicken  Pox:  Until  skin  and  mucous  membrane  lesions  heal. 
German  Measles:  7  days  after  appearance  of  the  eruption. 
Measles:  10  days  after  appearance  of-  the  eruption. 
Mumps:  21  days. 

Scarlet  Fever:  35  days  and  until  all  abnormal  discharges  have 
ceased. 

Smallpox:  Until  desquamation  ceases. 
Typhoid  Fever:  Until  recovery. 

Whooping  Cough:  21  days  and  during  the  paroxysmal  stage. 

(9)  Exclusion  of  Exposed  Children  from  School. 
Children  who  are  members  of  a  household  where  a  case  of 

disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  exists  or  who  have  been 
exposed  to  such  a  disease  shall  be  excluded  from  all  schools  and 
gatherings  of  children  during  the  following  incubation  periods 
or  until  a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
Diphtheria:  8  days. 

Measles:  14  days  unless  imm^unized  by  a  previous  attack. 
Scarlet  Fever:  8  days. 

Small  pox:  21  days  unless  recently  successfully  vaccinated. 
Wh6oping  Cough:  14  days  unless  immunized  by  a  previous 
attack. 

V.    QUARANTINE  OF  PREMISES  AND  HOUSEHOLD 

(10)  Placarding  of  Dwellings. 

The  Board  of  Health  shall  give  warning  of  the  exisfence  of 
each' of  the  following  diseases  by  posting  a  placard  bearing  the 
name  of  the  disease  near  one  or  more  of  the  entrances  to  the 
dwelling,  apartment  or  room  in  which  such  case  is  located. 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 
Diphtheria. 
Measles. 
Scarlet  Fever. 
Smallpox. 
Whooping  Cough. 
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The  Board  of  Health  shall  give  such  warning  of  other  diseases 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  or  as  shall  be  required  by  law. 

No  person  shall,  without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
remove,  obliterate  or  deface  vSuch  placard  an^  the  responsible 
head  of  the  household  shall  immediately  notify  the  Board  of 
Health  in  the  event  of  the  removal,  obliteration  or  defacement 
of  such  placard. 

(11)  Restrictions  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Smapllox. 
The  posting  of  a  placard  on  a  dwelling,  apartment  or  room 

where  a  case  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  smallpox  exists  shall 
imipose  the  following  quarantine  regulations  which  shall  apply 
to  all  portions  of  the  dw^elling  within  the  placarded  entrances 
and  to  persons  living  therein. 

No  person  in  whose  dwelling  ihere  shall  occur  a  case  of 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  smallpox  shall,  without  the  jjermis- 
sion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  remove  or  permit  to  be  removed 
from  the  dwelling  any  clothing  or  other  article  which  may 
have  been  exposed  to  infection. 

No  occupant  of  such  a  dwelling  shall  take  up  residence 
elsewhere  nor  enter,  any  public  gathering  or  conveyance  without 
the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

(12)  Restrictions  for  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  An- 

terior Poliomyelitis. 
The  responsible  head  of  the  household  where  a  case  of  measles, 
whooping  cough  or  anterior  poliomyelitis  occurs  shall  see  that 
children  who  are  not  members  of  the  household  are  excluded 
unless  known  to  be  immunized  by  a  previous  attack  of  the 
disease. 

(13)  Milk  Bottles. 

No  milk  bottles  shall  be  removed  from  a  house  in  which  there 
is  or  has  been  a  case  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  typhoid  fever 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
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(14)  Public  Libraries. 

There  shall  be  no  interchange  of  books  between  libraries 
and  quarantined  households. 

(15)  Public  Funerals  Forbidden  in  Certain  Cases. 

No  public  funerals  shall  be  held  of  any  person  who  has  died 
of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  smallpox. 

NOTE: — The  purpose  of  this  regulation  is  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  disease  iDv  the  living  members  of  the 
deceased's  household  who  may  be  convalescent  from 
the  disease  or  who  may  have- the  disease  in  a  mild  or 
unrecognized  form. 

(16)  Exclusion  from  business. 

No  person  shall  engage  in  the  handling  of  milk  or  food  nor 
in  an  occupation  bringing  him  into  close  contact  with  children 
after  exposure  to  or  while  residing  in  a  household  in  which  there 
is  a  case  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  or  smallpox 
without  permission  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Other  persons  may  be  required  to  remove  from  the  dwell-' 
ing  or  to  abandon  their  occupations  if  the  nature  of  the  isolation 
of  the  patient  or  the  amount  of  contact  occurring  in  the  oc-^ 
cupation  are  held  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  require  such  action. 

VI.'  TUBERCULOSIS. 

(17)  DISPOSAL  OF  SPUTUM. 

Every  person  suffering  from  tuberculosis  shall  dispose  of 
his  sputum  in  a  manner  which  shall  not  endanger  the  public 
health. 

(18)  Notice  of  Removal. 

Whenever  a  person  with  tuberculosis  changes  his  residence, 
the  attending  physician,  if  there  be  one,  or  the  active  head  of 
the  household  in  which  the  patient  resides  forthwith  shall 
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notify  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  change  and  both  of  the  above 
mentioned  persons  shall  be  held  legally  responsible  for  the 
violation  of  this  order. 

CHAPTER  744 

An  Act  Relative  to  the  Production  and  Sale  of  Milk. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  producer  of  milk 
or  dealer  in  milk  to  sell  or  deliver  for  sale  in  any  city  or  town 
in  the  commonwealth  anv  milk  produced  or  dealt  in  by  him 
without  first  obtaining  from  the  Board  of  Health  of  such  city 
or  town  a  peimit  authorizing  such  sale  or  delivery.  Said 
Boards  of  Health  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  such  permits 
after  an  inspection,  satisfactory  to  them,  of  the  place  in  which 
and  of  the  circumstances  under  which  sach  milk  is  produced, 
has  been  made  by  them  or  by  their  authorized  agent.  Any 
permit  so  granted  may  contain  such  reasonable  conditions 
as  said  Board  may  think  suitable  for  protecting  the  public 
health  and  may  be  revoked  for  failure  to  comply  with  any  of 
such  conditions.  No  charge  shall  be  made  to  the  producer 
for  the  permit  or  for  the  inspection  of  the  dairy  where  the 
milk  is  produced. 

Section  2.  In  case  any  permit  so  granted  is  revoked,  the 
Board  revoldng  the  permit  shall  immedi?tely  send  notice  of 
the  revocation  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  State 
Board  of  Health  shall  at  once  infoiTn  the  Boards  of  Health 
of  other  cities  and  towns  in  th<=-  commonwealth  where,  in  its 
judgment,  milk  produced  b}^  the  dairy  to  which  the  permit 
relates  would  be  likely  to  be  sold  or  delivered  for  sale,  and  the 
State  Board  of  Health  shall  also  give  notice  of  such  revocation 
to  any  dealer  in  milk  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board, 
would  be  likely  to  purchase  milk  from  such  dairy;  and  upon 
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receipt 'of  such  notice  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  arn^  dealer  so 
notified,  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  this  commonwealth  milk 
from  the  said  dair^^ 

•  Section  3.  After  a  permit  has  been  revoked,  it  may  be 
renewed  in  the  same  way  in  which  the  original  permit  was 
issued,  in  which  case  the  same  form  of  notification  shall  follow 
as  is  required  in  the  issuance  of  the  original  permit. 
-  Section  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any 
provision  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  dut}^  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  of  milk 
appointed  by  the  Boards  of  Health  of  cities  and  towns  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  section  one,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
milk  supply  of  their  respective  cities  and  towns.  {Approved 
July  3,  1914.)

REGULATIONS  FOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SAFETY 
WHITMAN  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


1.  All  persons  are  hereby  notified  to  procure  a  permit 
from  the  Board  of  Health  before  establishing  a  piggery. 

2.  The  contents  of  all  earth  vaults  shall  be  removed  once 
a  month  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  Sep- 
tember. 

3.  All  refuse  from  stores,  such  as  fish,  fruit,  vegetables 
and  all  other  perishable  substances  shall  be  conveyed  to  the 
dump  twice  a  week,  from  June  1  to  October  1 . 

4.  No  privy  or  water  closet  not  having  a  water-tight  vault 
with  a  water-tight  drain  therefrom,  and  no  sink  or  sewer 
drain  not  water-tight,  shall  be  established  or  allowed  to  exist 
within  thirty  feet  of  any  well,  spring  or  other  source  of  water 
used  for  drinking  or  cooking. 

5.  All  owners  of  dwellings,  stores  or  factories  already  con- 
structed are  required  to  comply  with  Section  13  of  the  plimib- 
ing  regulations  in  regard  to  having  water  closets,  bath  tubs, 
wash  bowls,  and  sinks  properly  trapped.  Any  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  owner  will  be  considered  good  and  sufficient 
cause  ^for  the  Board  of  Health  to  take  such  action  as  the  case 
may  demand. 

6.  All  persons  are  prohibited  emptying  the  contents  of 
their  cesspools  upon  their  lawns. 

7.  Citizens  are  urgently  requested  to  notify  the  Board 
of  Health  of  all  nuisances,  also  any  infringement  of  the  above 
regulations. 

8.  All  persons  are  prohibited  from  dumping  garbage  or 
refuse  of  any  kind  within  the  limits  of  the  highways  of  the 
town  of  Whitman. 
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9.  All  persons  are  prohibited  expectorating  on  the  side- 
walks, in  halls,  stores  and  public  places,  under  pains  and 
penalties  made  and  provided  to  apply  to  such  cases. 

10.  The  prevention  of  constmiption. 

Consumption  is  the  most  destructive  disease  of  New  England, 
the  n-umber  of  persons  dying  annually  from  this  cause  in 
Massachusetts  amounting  to  nearly  six  thousand. 

The  disease  is  infectious  and  can  be  communicated  from 
one  person  to  another.  The  chief  danger  exists  in  the  expec- 
toration of  the  sick,  and  if  this  expectoration  is  carefully 
destroyed,  little  danger  may  be  feared. 

Consumptives  should  be  instructed  not  to  spit  upon  the 
floors  of  rooms,  public  halls,  street  and  railway  cars,  and  other 
vehicles,  nor  in  the  streets,  but  into  pieces  of  cloth  or  recep- 
tacles made  for  the  purpose,  containing  water,  or  a  saturated 
solution  of  carbolic  acid  (one  part  carbolic  acid  crystals  to 
about  fifteen  parts  of  water).  Such  bits  of  cloth  should  be 
destroyed  by  fire,  before  the  sputa  becomes  dry,  and  other 
receptacles  should  be  cleansed  with  scalding  water,  their  con- 
tents having  been  destroyed  or  otherwise  carefully  disposed 
of.  Handkerchiefs  which  may  have  been  used  from  necessity 
should  be  boiled  half  an  hour  before  washing. 

A  healthy  person  should  not  sleep  in  the  same  room  with 
a  consumptive. 

Rernember  that  sputa  must  never  be  allowed  to  become 
dry. 

11.  All  persons  are  hereby  prohibited  storing  any  old  rags, 
papers,  or  old  junk  of  any  kind  in  any  dwelling  house  or  cellar 
thereof  in  this  town.

Report  of  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  have  made  in  the  past  year  897  inspections  of  scales, 
weights  and  measures,  have  adjusted  27,  and  condemned 
five  scales  and  seven  weights.  I  have  paid  especial  atten- 
tion to  the  weights  the  past  year,  and  have  made  a  test  of 
each  one  on  scales  recently  purchased  by  the  town.  There 
have  been  a  number  of  complaints  entered  in  my  department, 
people  claiming  short  weight.  They  were  all  investigated, 
and  with  one  exception  it  was  found  that  the  complainants 
had  reweighed  their  produce  on  home  scales  that  were  of  no 
value  except  for  exhibition  purposes.  I  have  never  seen  the 
local  merchants  so  careful  in  their  weighing  as  they  have 
been  the  past  year.  The  Commissioner  ordered  the  local 
sealer  to  purchase  a  reweighing  book  and  keep  tabs  on  in- 
spections. This  has  been  done,  and  the  coming  year  will 
be  devoted  more  to  what  comes  off  the  scale,  rather  than  what 
goes  on.  It  was  not  many  years  ago  that  this  department 
was  a  big  joke,  but  at  present,  it  is  far  from  being  in  the  joke 
class,  and  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  every  pocketbook  in 
the  town.  While  I  have  made  many  reweighings,  I  have 
not  kept  a  record,  but  the  coming  year,  will  be  different,  if 
I  am  reappointed.  I  have  collected  and  turned  over  to  the 
town,  $74.94.

In  the  past  years  the  auditing  of  the  Town  books  has  never 
commenced  until  the  completion  of  the  year's  business.  Realiz- 
ing that  this  delay  was  one  of  the  great  factors  m  causing  the 
recent  trouble  of  the  town  we  began  our  work  as  early  as  June 
6  in  order  to  obtain  an  early  and  efficient  audit. 

We  found  upon  examination  of  the  collector's  books,  the 
same  system  of  recording  collections  as  was  in  use  by  the  former 
collector,  which  was  very  complicated  and  misleading,  there- 
fore, we  immediately  suggested  and  installed  the  present 
system  which  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

From  our  observation  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  recent 
shortage  in  the  collector's  department  was  the  fact  that  the 
auditors  in  the  past  did  not  properly  check  individual  collec- 
tions, which  should  be  checked  closel}^  in  the  future  as  it  will 
overcome  any  chance  of  clerical  errors  in  posting.  This 
procedure  will  necessarily  take  more  time  but  it  is  absolutely 
essential. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Closer  co-operation  among  the  different  departments. 
The  payment  of  all  bills,  except  payrolls,  by  check. 
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Monthly  closing  of  all  department  books,  and  the  audit- 
ing of  the  same,  also  the  rendering  of  a  monthly  financial 
statement  to  the  governing  board  of  the  town. 

The  adoption  of  these  recommendations  wiU  enable  the 
various  departments  to  keep  a  closer  watch  on  their  approp- 
riations, and  will  assist  them  greatly  in  compiling  their  annual 
report,  also  it  will  aid  the  auditors  in  rendering  their  yearly 
report  to  the  Town  and  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
PubUc  Library 


The  Trustees  regret  that  ways  and  means  have  not  been 
provided  for  further  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  Hbrary 
as  indicated  in  the  last  annual  report. 

The  test  of  a  Library  is  whether  it  is  adapted  to  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  exists.  A  model  Library,  like  a  model  school 
is  constantly  extending  its  work,  this  means  an  increased 
expenditure  of  effort,  time,  and  money.  As  the  former  is 
somewhat  dependent  on  the  latter,  a  small  appropriation  is 
a  handicap. 

A  branch  was  opened  at  the  Reed  School,  as  an  experiment, 
which  has  proven  an  unqualified  success,  under  Miss  Stebbins' 
-guidance.  The  work  should  be  continued  and  extended, 
as  the  influence  for  good  is  incalculable;  it,  however,  entails 
considerable  expense,  as  it  means  duplication  of  books. 

No  book  is  loaned  to  a  patron  living  in  a  house  where  it  is 
known  that  there  is  contagious  disease.  If  a  book  is  returned 
from  such  a  house,  it  is  destroyed,  unless  the  disease  proves 
harmless.  During  epidemics,  especially,  frequent  reports  from 
the  Board  of  Health,  would  serve  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

The  Story  Telling  Hour  has  been  conducted  as  formerly 
with  a  marked  degree  of  success. 

Our  Art  Exhibits  which  are  constantly  changed,  reflect 
influence  in  two  w^ays;  in  the  demand  of  art  students,  and 
pupils  of  the  pubhc  schools,  and  in  the  demand  of  the  larger 
public  where  interest  is  in  a  measure  caused  and  based  on  the 
desire  for  light  and  knowledge  of  subjects  which  have  grown 
to  be  of  public  moment. 
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Through  courtesy  of  the  State  Library  Commission  a  loan 
of  one  hundred  books  written  in  foreign  languages  has  been 
available,  and  a  deep  interest  has  been  manifested  in  them. 
June  third  a  Reception  to  New  Americans  was  held  in  the 
Reading  Room,  with  a  stimulating  address,  and  attention 
was  attracted  to  the  above  books  and  other  features  of  the 
library. 

In  response  to  a  national  call,  a  Library  War  Campaign  was 
waged  September  24-30,  and  $411.05  was  contributed  for 
books  and  libraries  for  soldiers.  This  was  $40  in  excess  of 
Whitman's  quota. 

Several  boxes  of  books  and  magazines  have  been  forwarded 
to  training  camps. 

Books  are  displayed  from  time  to  time  showing,  for  instance, 
the  library's  resources  in  the  War,  in  cooking,  or  farming. 

A  newspaper  department  has  been  added,  which  is  appreci- 
ated more  and  more.  A  rack  and  holders  have  been  pro- 
vided, where  patrons  will  find  the  Whitman  Times,  Boston 
Transcript,  New  York  Times,  and  New  York  Evening  Post. 

Two  changes,  which  we  would  impress  on  the  patrons,  will 
take  effect  January  first — ^viz. — ^no  book  will  be  given  out 
after  8.30  p.  m.,  the  library  will  close  at  8.45  p.  m. 

Promptness  and  faithfulness,  have  characterized  the  work 
of  the  librarian  and  assistants.  In  consideration  of  the  high 
cost  of  living,  and  the  consequent  general  increase  of  salaries, 
our  payroll  must  be  larger,  even,  if  it  means,  fewer  books. 

To  this  end  we  especially  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,500, 
for  the  coming  year.

Report  of  the  Librarian 


Five  hundred  books  have  been  accessioned  during  the  year. 
Of  this  number  twenty  six  were  donations  and  five  replace- 
ments. 

Fewer  books  have  been  purchased  this  year  and  the  replace- 
ment list  has  been  restricted.  More  books  will  need  to  be 
replaced  this  year;  the  reference  department  will  need  more 
shelves,  and  a  few  of  the  later  reference  books  are  recom- 
mended for  purchase.  To  keep  the  library  abreast  with  the 
times  and  a  true  adjunct  to  the  schools,  its  interest  should 
be  as  closely  knit  in  the  minds  of  our  tax  payers  as  is  the  in- 
terest of  the  schools,  and  when  the  appropriation  is  voted,  may 
it  be  proportionate  to  service  rendered,  with  economy  but 
without  stint.  In  respect  to  the  number  of  books  loaned 
for  home  use,  this  year  surpasses  any  preceding  year  in  the 
library's  history.'  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  more  non- 
fiction  has  been  borrowed,  notably,  books  relating  to  the  "World 
War";  also,  books  of  the  sociological,  historical  and  useful 
arts  classes  deserve  favorable  mention.  We  desire  that  more 
of  our  readers  \^^ould  avail  themselves  of  their  library  privi- 
leges. Two  books  may  be  borrowed  at  a  time  on  a  card,  one 
fiction,  and  one  non-fiction.  To  such  a  habit  of  combining 
the  two  classes  of  books,  will  prove  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, and  the  information  thus  gained  will  be  both  pleasurable 
and  profitable.  The  library  has  many  interesting  books  of 
the  non-fiction  class,  and  miany  more  would  be  gladly  pur- 
chased as  the  demand  for  them  increases.  The  reading  rooms 
have  had  more  readers,  and  if  the  occasional  interruptions  of  the 
lawless  and  thoughtless  could  be  aboHshed,  those  who  come 
to  the  Hbrary  to  read,  and  who  have  the  true  library  spirit, 
would  find  more  pleasure  because  of  its  quiet  and  harmonious 
environment.    Would  that  the  library  had  an  annex  pro- 
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vided  with  games,  music,  pictures  both  moving  and  stationary, 
its  lecture  hall  and  its  cabinet  of  specimens  of  historical  interests. 
Such  a  library  with  its  full  equipment  of  books,  together 
with  these  side  issues  of  education,  would,  indeed  be.the  "People's 
University."  Ought  not  this  goal  be  the  aim  of  every  pro- 
gressive and  ambitious  community  ?  The  library  has  its  second 
collection  of  books,  twenty-five  each  in  the  French,  Italian 
and  Polish  languages,  loaned  by  the  "Free  Public  Library 
Commission,"  for  such  of  our  citizens  as  are  interested.  The 
photographic  exhibits  from  the  "Massachusetts  Library  _  Art 
Club"  during  the  year  have  been  varied  and  timely. 

The  usual  donations  from  the  usual  sources  have  been  re- 
ceived. The  more  important  being.  The  state  laws  and  re- 
ports; Journals  of  the  Senate  and  House;  The  Manual  for  the 
General  Court;  Educational  reports  and  bulletins;  Peace  pamph- 
lets ;  Health  and  food  bulletins ;  Child  welfare  leaflets ;  and 
un.nujiibered  leaflets  relating  to  the  war.  Forty  two  books 
on  "Immigration,"  and  kindred  subjects  have  been  given  the 
library,  by  Mrs.  Mildred  Bates  Smith.  Two  civil  war  books, 
viz.  "The  first  regiment  of  heavy  artillery  of  Massachusetts 
volunteers"  by  Alfred  Seelye  Roe;  and  "The  Journal  of  the 
Fifty-first  annual  encampment  of  Massachusetts  Grand  Army 
of  the  Repubhc."  Vital  records  of  Chelsea;  East  Bridge- 
water;  Gloucester;  Granville;  Greenfield;  Uxbridge;  have 
been  received.

Report  of  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  Whitman : 

Your  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their 
thirty-fifth  annual  report. 

The  policy  of  judicious  conservation  adopted  by  the  Board 
last  year  has  been  continued  throughout  this  year.  Fort- 
unately, considering  the  high  prices  of  all  metal  goods,  no  ex 
tensions  were  ordered  at  the  annual  meeting  and  our  main 
effort  has  been  to  eliminate  waste  and  to  keep  the  plant  at 
its  proper  standard,  for  upon  the  maintenance  of  this  stan- 
dard depends  our  income. 

The  new  price  scale  of  meter  rentals  suggested  in  our  last 
years  report  was  put  into  effect  on  April  1st.,  and  while  a 
small  decrease  in  income  has  resulted — in  round  numbers, 
— ^four  hundred  dollars — the  percentage  cost  of  all  meters  is 
the  same  which  is  much  fairer  and  more  equitable  for  all  users 
than  the  old  system. 

In  December  of  this  year,  we  were  notified  by  the  Brockton 
Water  Commissioners  that,  beginning  January  1,  1918,  the 
price  of  water  would  be  advanced  from  eight  to  nine  cents 
per  thousand  gallons.  This  will  increase  the  cost  to  us  of  the 
water  for  the  coming  year  about  eight  hundred  dollars.  This 
board,  however,  does  not  believe  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  increase  the  water  rates  here  in  town  if  both  the  water 
users  and  the  town  cooperate  with  us. 

The  water  users  are  requested  to  conserve  the  water  supply 
as  much  as  possible ;  to  eliminate  water  waste ;  to  watch  for  and 
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repair  immediately  plimibing  leaks  and,  especially  in  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town,  to  notice  leaks  in  meter  boxes,  hydrants 
and  mains  and  to  notify  the  department  of  them  so  that  quick 
repairs  may  be  made. 

At  the  annual  meeting  this  year  (1917)  the  hydrant  approp- 
raition  was  reduced  from  $2,500  to  $1,800.  It  was  our  in- 
tention this  year  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,200  but 
owing  to  the  loss  in  income  caused  by  the  decrease  in  meter 
rentals  plus  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  water,  we  will  not  be 
able  to  make  such  a  large  reduction.  This  board  believes 
that  a  hydrant  appropriation  of  $1,500  will  be  sufficient  to 
enable  us  to  go  through  the  year  without  increasing  the  water 
rates  and  we  shall  ask  for  that  amount  ($1,500)  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  1918.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Water  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
Year  ending  December  31,  1917. 

Very  little  extension  has  been  done  this  year.  120  feet  of 
six  inch  pipe  has  been  laid  on  Washington  street  connecting 
our  mains  with  those  of  Abington.  This  connection  would 
be  of  great  value  in  case  of  serious  trouble  on  either  side  of 
the  line.  84  feet  of  six  inch  pipe  has  been  laid  on  Temple 
Street  running  east  from  High  Street  and  28  feet  of  two  inch 
has  been  laid  on  Edson  Street. 

Two  six  inch  Chapman  gates  have  been  installed,  one  on 
Washington  street  at  the  end  of  the  line  and  the  other  at 
the  above  extension  on  Temple  Street. 

Twelve  new  services  have  been  added  this  year.  The 
total  of  signed  applications  •.  for  water  is  1819.  Deducting 
those  which  have  been  discontinued  or  combined  with  others, 
makes  the  total  in  use  on  December  31st,  1610;  1370  being 
metered  and  the  balance  (240)  faucet  services.  Eleven  have 
been  changed  from  faucet  to  meter.  Thirty  one  services 
have  been  reconstructed,  and  the  usual  small  repairs  have 
been  made.  One  hundred  and  twenty  nine  meters  have 
been  repaired  and  thirty  one  replaced  because  of  defective 
service.  Eighteen  leaks,  two  of  which  were  of  considerable 
size,  have  been  repaired  and  one  defective  hydrant  replaced. 

A  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  at  the  repair 
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shop  by  having  a  small  section  roomed  off  and  a  small  stove 
installed  so  that  during  the  extremely  cold  weather,  meter 
and  other  small  repair  work  could  be  done. 

A  gasoline  power  ptmip  has  been  added  to  the  equipment 
this  year  and  is  proving  to  be  a  great  saving  of  time,  labor 
and  expense. 

A  partial  survey  of  the  service  boxes  has  been  made  this 
year.  This  work  is  about  two  thirds  done  and  would  have 
been  completed  had  it  not  been  for  the  freezing  weather. 
It  will  be  completed  as  opportunity  serves  and  will  save  an 
immense  amount  of  time  and  trouble  in  the  future. 

We  purchased  from  the  City  of  Brockton  this  year,  77,591,250 
gallons  of  water  at  a  cost  of  $6,207.30;  the  meter  rental  was 
$78.80  and  the  hydrant  on  Beaver  street  was  $15.00,  making 
the  total  amount  paid  the  City  of  Brockton  $6,301.10.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Whitman : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools,  the  twenty-fifth  in  the  series  of  similar 
reports.  The  School  Committee  has  voted  to  make  mine 
the  department  report. 

SCHOOLS  IN  WAR  TIMES 

In  spite  of  the  war  and  the  hard  conditions  it  has  caused, 
the  school  work  for  the  most  part  has  been  carried  on  as  usual. 
This  is  in  line  with  the  thought  of  -President  Wilson  and  of 
the  educational  leaders  of  state  and  nation.  Hon.  Payson 
Smith,  State  Commissioner  of  Education,  has  from  the  be- 
ginning urged  that  every  thing  possible  be  done  to  shield  the 
schools  from  interruptions  and  upheavals  incfdent  to  the  war. 
Touching  this  matter,  he  has  recently  sent  out  a  circular  letter 
to  school  departments  in  which  he  says,  in  part: 

'With  the  approach  of  the  annual  town  meetings, 
when  the  question  of  appropriations  is  to  be  taken  up, 
our  people  should  give  thoughful  attention  to  the  un- 
usual conditions  confronting  the  schools.  Increased 
costs  in  every"  direction  bring  the  towns  and  cities  face 
to  face  with  the  necessity  of  increasing  school  approp- 
riations for  the  coming  year.    The  schools  have  never 
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before  required  more  thoughtful  attention  to  their 
needs,  and  it  will  not  be  safe  to  handicap  them  with 
a  policy  of  retrenchment. 

"It  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the  American  people 
that,  in  spite  ol  enormous  expenditures  for  war  pur- 
poses, France  is  giving  unprecedented  attention  to  her 
pubHc  schools,  and  England  for  the  current  year  in- 
creased her  expenditures  for  public  education  30  per 
cent  over  that  of  any  preceding  year, 

"In  view  of  the  present  situation,  Massachusetts 
cannot  afford  to  relax  in  any  degree  her  efforts  to  carry 
on  her  schools  at  highest  efficieacy.  Education  is  a 
long-time  investment  Its  purpose  is  to  protect  democ- 
racy through  the  ri,2;ht  training  of  the  youth.  Even 
temporary  interference  with  this  purpose,  through 
inadequate  financial  support,  may  seriously  impair  the 
quality  of  our  future  citizenship.  In  the  present 
crisis,  it  is  imperative  that  towns  and  cities  give  care- 
ful consideration  to  the  needs  of  the  schools." 

SALARY  SCHEDULE  REVISION 

The  department,  last  spring,  after  securing  the  approval 
of  the  finance  committee,  presented  to  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing a  revised  salary  schedule  for  teachers,  and  this  schedule 
was  included  in  the  annual  budget  voted  for  its  use.  Pro- 
vision was  made  for  an  increase  in  the  total  salary  account 
of  $1,925,  of  which  $770  figures  in  the  expenditures  for  1917. 

The  increase  applied  to  nearly  all  the  teaching  positions, 
$50  to  an  individual,  and  carried  the  maximum  salary  of 
grade  teachers  from  $700  to  $750.  This  new  figure  is  $50 
less  than  the  maximum  paid  in  A^bington,  Bridge  water,  and 
Rockland. 

The  constantly  upward  trend  in  the  cost  of  living  makes 
the  teacher's  financial  problem  at  the  best  a  hard  one.  In- 
creases in  teaching  salaries  here  as  elsewhere  have  not  kept 
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pace  with  those  enjoyed  by  women  workers  in  most  other  lines 
of  employment.  In  consequence,  there  is  danger  of  having, 
a  teaching  supply  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  common- 
wealth, because  so  many  girls  that  ordinarily  might  enter 
Normal  schools  in  order  to  become  teachers  are  now  tempted 
into  better  paid  fields  of  labor  in  which  a  shorter  and  less  ex- 
pensive term  of  training  is  required. 

PUPIL  ACTIVITIES 

It  would  not  be  wise,  even  if  it  were  possible,  to  keep  school 
children  from  participating  in  their  own  way  in  the  extra 
activities  necessitated  by  America's  entrance  into  the  war. 
The  opportimity  given  pupils  to  bear  a  hand  in  this  common 
ser\dce  is  civic  training  of  the  best  sort. 

Whitman  pupils  have  had  a  fine  standard  of  patriotic  re- 
sponse to  call  of  coimtry  set  before  them  in  the  enlistment 
for  military  or  naval  duty  of  scores  of  young  men  that  are 
either  graduates  or  former  students  of  the  Whitman  schools. 

The  high  school  students  during  the  fall  term  got  out  a  paper 
in  typewritten  form  containing  twenty  or  more  pages  of  news 
and  other  matter  relating  to  the  school  and  mailed  a  copy  to 
every  former  student  on  duty  across  the  water. 

Members  of  the  commercial  classes  helped  the  Whitman 
Public  Safety  committee  in  making  up  records  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  enlisted  from  Whitman  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
service  and  both  high  and  elementary  pupils  did  good  work 
in  the  Liberty  bond,  and  food  and  fuel  conservation  cam- 
paigns. They  have  also  made  their  usual  contribution  to 
relieve  the  distress  of  children  in  the  war-ravaged  sections 
of  Europe. 

During  the  coming  year  an  effort  is  to  be  made  for  nation- 
wide enlistment  of  school  pupils  in  the  work  of  the  Junior 
Red  Cross.  Whitman  schools  will  undoubtedly  take  their 
stand  with  the  rest  in  the  movement.  This  almost  universal 
establishment  of  the  Jimior  Red  Cross  will  provide  a  more 
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definite  and  effective  plan  of  utilizing  the  energy  and  enthusiasm 
of  school  children  to  help  the  senior  Red  Cross  and  other  or- 
ganizations in  meeting  the  many  calls  made  upon  them. 

HOME  GARDENS 

Enlistment  of  the  interest  and  energy  of  pupils  in  home  gar- 
den work  was  actively  encouraged  by  the  department  in  the 
spring  of  1917.  Conferences  of  state  officials  whose  business 
it  was  to  stimulate  food  production  were  attended  by  school 
representatives  and  the  plans  offered  were  carried  out  so  far 
as  communit}^  conditions  would  allow. 

The  general  movement  in  the  schools  was  placed  in  charge 
of  a  special  committee  of  teachers  representing  the  various 
schools,  supervision  of  the  garden  work  being  assigned  to 
Miss  Josephine  C.  Stebbins,  principal  of  the  Reed  school, 
a  practical  and  enthusiastic  expert  in  garden  production. 
Attention  is  called  to  the  story  in  another  part  of  this  report 
that  Miss  Stebbins  tells  of  what  the  children  in  her  charge 
were  able  to  accomplish. 

The  Whitman  Public  Safety  committee  showed  its  apprecia- 
tion of  the  importance  of  the  home  garden  work  by  paying  the 
cost  of  Miss  Stebbins'  supervision  of  the  gardens  during  the 
summer.  The  Whitman  Board  of  Trade  was  also  interested, 
voting  $15  in  prizes  for  children  making  the  best  records  in 
garden  stuff  production.  A  like  sum  for  the  same  purpose 
was  given  by  the  Whitman  Woman's  Club  and  the  depart- 
ment gave  $15  in  prizes. 

The  children  did  their  part  well  and  on  Sept.  28  held  a  dis- 
play of  garden  produce  of  remarkable  extent  and  excellence. 
The  exhibits  covered  all  the  tables  that  the  lower  town  hall 
would  hold.  Many  visitors  declared  that  the  display  seemed 
almost  beyond  the  capacity  of  children  to  produce  and  that 
it  would  have  done  credit  to  a  big  county  fair. 

Some  of  the  exhibits  were  later  shown  at  the  Brockton 
Fair  with  the  resu  t  that  'Whitman"  is  the  first  name  to  be

inscribed  on  a  big  and  handsome  silver  cup  offered  b}^  the 
County  Farm  Bureau,  for  high  excellence  in  garden  stuff 
produced  by  the  labor  and  skill  of  school  children. 

FOOD  CONSERVATION 

The  department  also  lent  its  aid  to  the  coimtry-wide  move- 
ment for  the  consen^ation  of  food  products.  It  gave  leave 
of  absence  to  Aliss  E.  Glad^'s  Niven,  supervisor  of  house- 
hold arts  at  the  high  school,  to  attend  a  series  of  demonstra- 
tions in  canning  and  drying  foodstuffs  held  in  Brookline  under 
the  auspices  of  the  IMassachusetts  Public  Safety  Committee 
and,  later,  in  the  summer  ]\Iiss  Niven  gave  instruction  to 
Whitman  housewives  in  the  art  of  canning  and  drying,  at  the 
high  school  cooking  classroom.  Unfortunately,  these  les- 
sons happened  to  fall  upon  one  of  the  hottest  weeks  of  the 
season,  the  attendance  for  this  reason  being  less  general  than 
it  otherwise  would  have  been. 

The  eft'ort  tended  to  increase  local  interest  in  the  important 
business  of  prescribing  perishable  foods  and  was  weU  worth 
what  it  cost.  The  expense  of  the  work  was  borne  by  the 
Whitman  Woman's  Club  and  the  Whitman  Public  Safety 
Committee,  except  that  the  use  of  the  room,  together  with  the 
cost  of  the  materials  and  gas  used  in  the  demonstrations, 
was  voted  b}'  the  department. 

LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  in  last  year's  re- 
port, the  Whitman  Public  librar^^  trustees  have  kindly  made 
a  beginning  in  the  policy  of  sending  a  set  of  books  into  the 
schools  for  the  use  of  pupils  and  to  be  carried  to  their  homes. 
The  Reed  school  was  selected  for  the  experiment  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year  and  the  books  have  been  in  very 
great  demand.  The  plan  has  worked  so  well  that  it  is  hoped 
it  may  be  extended  to  include  all  the  elementary  schools.

NUMBER  OF  FAILURES  LESS 

Each  year  in  every  system  of  schools  a  varying  proportion 
of  pupils  fail  to  keep  up  in  their  school  work.  Last  year,  the 
number  of  these  in  the  Whitman  elementary  schools  was  68, 
two  less  than  the  corresponding  number  in  1916;  14  less  than 
in  1915;  and  54  less  than  in  1914.  The  figures  for  the  years 
preceding  that  date  are  not  available. 

This  shows  encouraging  progress  in  the  elimination  of  failures. 
How  far  this  reduction  may  be  carried  depends  upon  several 
factors.  The  resourcefulness  of  the  individual  teacher  counts 
for  much,  but  right  home  conditions  are  of  first  importance. 
A  child  that  is  well  fed,  comfortable  clad,  and  regularly  sent 
to  bed  in  season  to  get  an  abundance  of  sleep,  if  normally  en- 
dowed with  mental  capacity,  is  almost  certain  to  succeed  in 
school.  The  best  of  teachers  may  fail  to  bring  along  to  pro- 
motion children  that  are  often  absent,  and  that  when  present 
are  mentally  inert  for  lack  of  sleep.  The  following  table  shows 
the  non-promotions  by  schools  and  grades :

IMPROVED  CONDITIONS 

Aside  from  our  schools  having  done  the  regular  classroom 
work  as  usual,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  a  number  of  conditions 
that  have  been  improved  in  connection  with  buildings  and 
yards.  Among  these  are  the  installation  of  shower  baths 
for  the  use  of  pupils  at  the  high  school;  the  grading  and  partial 
re-surfacing  of  the  playground  at  the  Dyer  school;  and  the 
building  at  the  Dyer  yard  of  a  big  overflow  cesspool  to  take 
care  of  what  had  got  to  be  a  bad  situation  in  the  drainage 
system  connected  with  that  building.  The  sam.e  kind  of 
plan,  to  take  care  of  an  overflow  in  the  high  school  yard,  was 
interrupted  by  the  arrival  of  freezing  weather  so  severe  as 
practically  to  prohibit  digging  operations. 

The  improvement  in  the  Dyer  school  playground  ought  to 
be  repeated 'in  the  case  of  all  the  other  elementary  school 
3^ards.  Most  of  them  are  very  muddy  in  wet  weather,  and 
the  roughness  of  their  surface  does  not  fit  them  to  be  com- 
fortable or  even  safe  playgrounds. 

GURNEY  SCHOOLHOUSE 

Early  in  October  the  Gumey  school  building  was  put  out  of 
commission  by  a  fire  that  came  near  destroying  the  entire 
structure.  Prompt  and  skilful  work  of  the  fire  department 
kept  the  damage  to  a  minimum.  While  the  building  was 
being  repaired  the  school  was  cared  for  at  the  high  school 
building,  and  very  little  loss  of  time  resulted.  The  damaged 
structure  was  restored  to  as  good,  or  even  better,  condition 
than  it  was  in  originally.  A  minor  improvement  was  the 
equipment  of  a  large  number  of  the  windows  on  the  north 
and  east  exposures  with  weather  strips,  which  obviate  the 
use  of  storm  sash.  It  may  be  noted  in  passing  that  weather 
strips  were  also  placed  on  the  Corthell  windows  on  the  cold 
sides.    The  interior  walls  at  the  Gumey  were  entirely  reno- 
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vated  and  electric  lights  were  installed  at  each  of  the  entrances, 
which  are  kept  on  during  the  night.  Such  outside  painting 
was  also  done  as  was  made  necessary  b}"  the  action  of  fire  and 
smoke.  Only  for  the  fact  that  the  roof  was  -  a  few  years 
ago  changed  from  wood  to  slate,  the  building  would  in  all 
probability  have  been  destroyed.  A  similar  change  should 
be  made  in  the  roofs  of  the  other  school  buildings  whenever 
the  present  shingling  needs  to  be  renewed.  If  this  is  done 
there  will  be  less  risk  of  loss  from  fire  and  the  ratings  allowed 
by  the  insurance  companies  will  be  more  favorable. 

The  Hastings  building  was  painted  during  the  simimer 
vacation,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  department 
to  take  care  of  a  part  of  this  work  of  upkeep  every  yesLV  inrtead 
of  letting  matters  go  until  a  heavy  expense  is  found  to  be  necess- 
ary for  some  one  year.  Some  renovation  of  interiors  that 
needs  to  be  done  was  postponed  temporarily^  on  account  of 
many  calls  for  ftmds  growing  out  of  the  unusual  conditions 
existing. 

INSURANCE  PLAN  REVISED 

The  Gumey  school  fire  impressed  the  department  with  the 
need  of  additional  protection  for  all  'the  school  buildings, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  high  school  more  insurance 
was  placed  on  each.  The  falling  due  of  policies  was  also 
readjusted  so  that  in  the  future  the  cost  of  policies  will  be 
about  the  same  from  year  to  year,  instead  of  having  as  in 
the  past  a  heaw  expense  one  3'ear  and  a  light  the  next. 

EVENING  SCHOOL 

The  evening  school  for  the  winter  of  1916-17  began  Nov- 
ember 27  and  ended  Feb.  21,  a  term  of  12  weeks.  It  was 
in  charge  of  Principal  Earle  C.  Macomber,  assisted  by  Miss 
Margaret  Eddington,  Miss  Margaret  King,  and  Mrs.  B.  E. 
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Fairbanks.  The  courses  were  for  those  seeking  very  elemen- 
tary work  in  one  group,  for  those  aiming  toward  civil  service 
training  in  another,  and  for  those  looking  to  office  positions 
in  a  third. 

The  total  nimiber  of  pupils  registered  was  42.  There  were 
34  on  hand  for  the  opening,  and  35  for  the  closing  session. 
iVenty  of  the  pupils  were  of  native  birth,  and  22  of  foreign. 
Twenty-one  of  them  were  under  20  years  of  age;  20  were  be- 
tween 20  years  and  30;  nine  were  over  30;  one  was  39,  and  two 
were  37. 

The  following  occupations  were  represented  among  the 
pupils:  Printer,  shoe  operator,  tackmaker,  leather  worker, 
housekeeper,  waitress,  office  worker,  box  maker,  farmer,  ma- 
chinist, clerk,  carpenter,  merchant,  cook.  Twenty-three  of 
the  total  nimiber  registered  were  shoe  operatives. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  high  schoool  attendance  has  kept  up  well,  notwith- 
standing the  temptation  held  before  pupils  in  the  form  of 
easily  secured  jobs  at  good  wages.  A  great  many  pupils 
have  taken  on  the  double  duty  of  school  work  for  the  first 
part  of  the  day  and  of  labor  in  the  factories  during  the  after- 
noon. Except  for  rugged  and  able  individuals  this  programme 
is  a  pretty  difficult  one  to  carry  through  and  in  many  instances 
school  work  has  suffered  in  quality. 

The  boys  of  the  senior  and  junior  classes  are  very  generally 
working  afternoons.  Most  of  them  are  earning  a  good  rate 
of  wages.  Besides  these  there  are  a  great  many  boys  both 
in  the  high  school  and  in  the  grades  who  do  odd  jobs  of  work 
after  school  is  over  for  the  day  and  on  Saturdays.  A  recent 
canvass  of  this  school  work  situation  indicates  that  the  children 
of  Whitman  earn  during  the  school  year  an  aggregate  of  at 
least  $5,000. 
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The  athletic  interests  of  the  high  school  found  expression 
as  usual  in  baseball  and  football.  The  football  season  last 
fall  was  unusually  successful,  a  light  but  active  eleven  win- 
ning steadily  against  heavier  teams.  The  team  was  ably  coached 
by  Submaster  Boyd.  The  shower  baths  proved  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  training  facilities. 

One  thing  that  the  high  school  athletic  programme  lacks 
is  the  establishment  of  a  system  by  which  small  dues,  paid  in 
through  the  agency  of  an  athletic  association  such  as  almost 
every  high  school  in  the  state  maintains,  shall  take  care  of 
the  financial  problem  in  athletics.  Such  a  system  would  add 
to  the  amoimt  of  gate  receipts  from  games  sufficient  funds 
to  provide  imiforms  and  equipment  for  the  players  and  would 
foster  the  right  sort  of  school  spirit.  The  need  of  an  enclosed 
athletic  field  for  the  use  of  high  school  and  town  teams  is  as 
great  as  ever. 

The  school  was  the  recipient  last  spring  of  a  beautiful  silk 
flag,  presented  by  the  state  department  of  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps.  The  presentation  was  made  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  department  in  Boston  by  the  president  of  the  corps, 
Mrs.  Annie  Poole  Atwood  of  Whitman,  and  was  received  on 
behalf  of  the  department  by  the  superintendent. 

LABOR  CERTIFICATES  ISSUED 


During  the  year  1917  the  department  issued  122  labor 
certificates.  The  number  of  indivdual  applicants  for  certi- 
ficates was  103. 

The  number  of  educational  certificates  issued  for  the  same 
period  was  394,  distributed  among  247  individuals.  The 
number  of  summer  certificates  was  34,  and  eight  home  per- 
mits were  given  out.  No  certificates  were  issued  to  illiterate 
minors. 
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FUEL  FOR  SCHOOLS 

While  it  has  been  a  hard  battle  to  secure  enough  fuel  to  last 
thus  far  in  the  school  year,  the  Whitman  department  has 
been  more  fortunate  than  that  of  many  other  towns  and  cities  in 
New  England.  If  the  coal  bins  at  the  high  school  and  at  the 
Dyer  building  had  been  bigger,  the  situation  would  be  better 
than  it  is.  The  bins  at  those  schools  will  hold  coal  enough 
to  last  about  half  the  year,  while  those  at  the  other  buildings 
hold  enough  to  carry  through  to  April  in  most  years.  This 
winter,  however,  the  weather  has  been  so  extreme  that  the 
spring  supply  may  be  needed  sooner  than  usual. 

A  supply  of  wood  has  been  ordered  to  eke  out  the  coal  and 
the  schools  will  be  kept  open  as  long  as  may  be,  and  it  is  possible 
that  enough  fuel  will  come  along  with  the  return  of  warmer 
weather  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  without  further  interrup- 
tion. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  have  the  temperature  of  school 
rooms  kept  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  the  maintenance  of 
health  for  teachers  and  pupils,  and  janitors  have  been  care- 
fully instructed  as  to  the  need  of  conserving  fuel  in  every 
possible  way. 

TRANSPORTATION  OF  PUPILS 

The  use  of  a  school  barge  to  carry  pupils  living  near  the 
Brockton  line  to  and  from  school  has  been  discontinued.  Com- 
plaints were  frequent  that  some  of  the  pupils  were  too  noisy 
and  rough  for  the  comfort  of  their  mates  and  as  the  department 
could  not  exercise  direct,  and  therefore  effective,  supervsion 
in  the  case,  it  was  decided  to  do  away  with  the  system. 

Most  of  the  pupils  formerly  riding  on  the  barge  and  living 
farthest  from  school  are  now  carried  on  trolley  line  cars.  Some 
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others  that  live  at  such  a  distance  as  to  enable  them  without 
hardship  to  walk  to  and  from  school  in  good  weather  are  given 
transportation  on  stormy  days  or  when  the  traveling  is  es- 
pecially bad. 

The  new  plan  is  favored  by  parents  of  the  children  affected 
by  the  change  and  will  undoubtedly  be  continued.  The 
expense  involved  is  no  greater  than  under  the  barge  system 
and  may  prove  to  be  somewhat  less. 

In  closing  this  report  I  would  call  the  attention  of  readers 
to  the  special  reports,  in'  pages  following,  of  heads  of  depart- 
ments. These,  together  with  the  statistical  and  other  tables, 
help  to  set  forth  worth-while  facts  concerning  the  schools.

Report  of  the  High  School 
Principal 


Mr.  Elwood  T.  Wyman, 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Work  in  the  Whitman  high  school  has  moved  along  with 
little  change  or  variety.  Our  courses  have  not  been  enriched 
any  and  the  recommendations  of  last  year  might  well  be  urged 
again  this  year. 

The  state  report  for  the  year  ending  jime  1917  shows  that 
the  cost  per  pupil  for  instruction  in  the  Whitman  high  school 
is  $10.50  lower  than  the  average  cost  per  pupil  in  towns  of  over 
5000  population.  '  In  this  state  report  there  are  73  towns  re- 
ported as  having  a  population  of  over  5000.  Whitman  is 
the  fortieth  town  on  the  list.  Many  interesting  facts  may 
be  gleaned  from  this  state  report. 

In  that  group  of  73  towns,  4  high  schools,  including  Whit- 
man, were  kept  open  189  days,  9  were  open  more  than  189 
days  and  60  less  than  189  days.  The  average  nimiber  of  days 
was  182.  There  are  9  high  schools  in  the  group  reported  as 
having  one  principal  and  8  teachers.  Whitman  and  Easton 
are  of  these  9  and  each  has  an  enrolment  of  242  pupils.  All 
of  the  other  7  had  lers  than  242  pupils  and  one  had  only  164. 
There  are  8  towns  in  the  group  which  had  an  enrolment  of 
less  than  242  pupils  but  which  had  more  teachers  than  Whit- 
man. In  these  17  towns  only  two  had  a  per  pupil  cost  of 
instruction  less  than  that  of  Whitman,  namely  $39.09.  In 
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the  cost  of  supplies  per  pupil,  Whitman  is  next  to  the  lowest 
in  all  17  towns.  Thi?  comparison  so  fai  has  been  with  towns 
having  the  same  number  of  teachers  or  more  teachers  with 
a  smaller  enrolment.  The  conditio q  is  as  striking  when  the 
whole  report  is  considered. 

Whitman's  cost  of  instruction  per  pupil  was  $39.09.  In 
the  73  towns  of  over  5000  population  the  average  co:--t  was 
$49.59.  In  the  27  cities  in  the  state  the  average  cost  was 
$58.62  and  in  the  118  towns  of  less  than  5000  population  the 
vveva^e  cost  was  $51.43.  In  the  state  as  a  whole  with  256 
high  schools  the  average  cost  of  instruction  was  $55.94  and  the 
cost  of  text  books  $2.04.  Whitman's  cost  of  text  books 
was  $1.26.    Brockton  pays  $55.74  per  pupil  in  the  high  school. 

If  one  weie  to  multiply  $10.50  by  242,  the  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  in  Whitman  high  school  the  difference  between  Whit- 
man's aveiage  and  the  average  for  towns,  he  would  obtain 
as  a  result  $2,541 .  If  one  wished  to  compare  it  with  the  average 
for  the  whole  ctate  he  wou  d  find  a  deficiency  in  expenditure 
for  instruction  of  over  $4,000.  From  either  of  these  figures  one 
might  argue  for  higher  pay  for  the  teachers  or  for  an  enrich- 
ment of  the  courses  by  the  employment  of  more  teachers.  Per- 
sonally I  feel  that  the  courses  should  be  enriched.  These 
figures  certainly  prove  that  Whitman  is  not  spending  ar  much 
as  other  towns.  In  the  grade  schools  we  find  Whitman  do- 
ing better.  Her  cost  there  is  $19.24  while  the  average  for  towns 
of  over  5000  population  is  $23.01  and  the  average  for  the  state 
is  $2^.91. 

By  comparison  with  other  towns  I  have  tried  to  show  that 
Whitman  should  spend  more  on  its  high  school  than  she  does. 
There  is  still  another  leason  why  she  should.  In  these  times 
of  stress  the  schools  must  piove  their  reason  for  existence 
if  they  are  going  to  hold  onto  the  boys.  With  labor  scarce 
and  wages  high,  the  young  man  of  to-day  wants  to  know  what 
you  have  to  offer.  One  may  dwell  a  long  time  on  the  advan- 
tages of  Latin,  French,  history,  mathematics  rnd  sciences  ps 
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subjects  to  develop  brain  power;  but  he  has  yet  to  convince 
the  boy  that  when  he  gets  out  of  school  his  earning  power 
will  have  been  materially  increased  by  these  studies. 

It  is  true  that  we  have  an  exceptionall}^  good  commercial 
course.  I  am  soiry  to  say  that  that  course  is  impeded  by 
having  in  its  classes  some  who  will  not  do  their  best  to  profit 
by  it.  But  if  we  had  another  course  of  vocational  nature,  the 
commercial  course  might  be  relieved  of  some  of  this  impediment. 
At  the  same  time  new  avenues  of  inteiest  would  be  opened 
to  those  students  and  to  others  who  do  not  want  the  commercial 
work.  It  is  astonishing  to  hear  what  some  boys  do  and  earn 
out  of  school  hours.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  they  are  the 
boys  we  see  daily  in  the  schoolroom.  Their  interest  is  in  work: 
they  see  the  immediate  dollar.  It  is  possible  that  if  more  of 
the  high  school  courses  had  a  vocational  end  the  interest  would 
center  in  them. 

In  October  we  were  asked  to  accommodate  the  Gurney  school 
while  their  building  was  being  repaired.  Some  changes  were 
necessary  for  us  and  in  many  ways  teachers  and  pupils  were 
put  to  some  inconvenience.  However,  I  am  pleased  to  re- 
port that  all  entered  into  the  changer  in  fine  spirit.  I  wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  both  teachers  and  pupils 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  adapted  themselves  to  the  new 
conditions.

Report  of  Supervisor  of 
Manual  Arts 


Mr.  Elwood  T.  Wyman, 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  pupils  of  all  grades  receive  instruction  in  drawing  for 
one  hour  each  week.  This  work  includes  practice  in  represen- 
tation, working  drawing,  constructive  work  and  design. 

The  aim  is  to  give  some  skill  in  execution  in  this  subject, 
v/hich  is  the  only  universal  language  and  the  foundation  of 
so  many  industries,  also  a  degree  of  appreciation  and  taste. 

Interest  in  constructive  work  is  at  its  height  at  Christmas, 
in  the  making  of  gifts.  Many  articles  of  cloth,  cardboard, 
etc.,  are  made  by  the  younger  children. 

We  use  drawing  as  often  as  possible  in  connection  with 
other  subjects  as  designs  for  embroidery  in  sewing  or  con- 
structing portfolios  for  holding  papers  of  other  lessons. 

Drawing  in  the  high  school  is  elective.  The  mechanical 
is  largely  instrumental  and  includes  geometric  problems, 
problems  in  projection,  architectural  and  machine  drawing. 
The  free-hand  is  from  objects  of  still  life,  stuffed  animals  and 
birds,  casta  and  the  pose. 

The  work  in  applied  design  has  largely  been  stenciling  on 
table  runners,  pillows  or  other  articles  of  cloth. 

Wood  work  begins  in  the  seventh  grade  and  extends  on 
to  an  elective  class  in  the  first  year  high.  Each  class  in  the 
grades  has  a  two-hour  period  every  other,  week. 
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T\^en  the  boys  begin  they  make  such  simple  articles  as 
garden  sticks,  foot  stools,  bread  boards,  teapot  stands  and 
knife  boxes,  to  get  familiar  with  the  tools. 

After  that  more  complicated  models  are  undertaken,  as 
coat  hanger,  crumb  trays,  tie  racks  and  tabourets  in  the 
eighth  and  book  supports,  blotters,  pen  trays,  and  glove  boxes 
in  the  ninth  grade.  This  year  more  carving  than  usual  has 
been  attempted  with  quite  creditable  results.  Pupils  make 
their  own  designs  and  most  of  their  working  drawings. 

In  the  high  school  the  boys  usually  select  their  own  models 
and  in  the  grades  between  models  or  after  the  required  list 
for  the  year  is  completed  they  make  articles  needed  at  home 
or  for  their  own  use. 

Many  things  are  made  for  use  in  the  school  rooms,  several 
boys  working  together. 

The  aim  is  not  to  produce  carpenters  or  cabinet  makers 
but  to  develop  a  certain  amount  of  skill  in  the  use  of  tools 
and  the  fashioning  of  home  appliances  to  make  a  "handy  man" 
of  each  boy  so  far  as  possible  and  to  promote  an  appreciation 
of  honesty  and  skill  in  the  construction  of  manufactured 
articles.

Report  of  Supervisor  of 
Household  Arts 


Mr.  Elwood  T.  Wyman,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  domestic  science  work  in  the  school  is  given  the  same 
as  heretofore,  namely;  sewing  in  the  three  upper  grades  and 
cookery  in  the  first  two  years  of  high  school. 

The  number  of  girls  in  sewing  is  smaller  this  year.  This 
is  particularly  true  of  the  ninth  grades.  It  happens  that 
the  larger  number  of  pupils  in  schools  this  year  is  below  the 
grades  in  which  sewing  is  given.  In  a  way  this  is  a  distinct 
advantage  for,  as  the  work  is  practically  all  individual,  much 
more  and  better  work  can  be  accomplished  in  smaller  groups. 
Last  year  the  ninth  grades  were  so  large  that  it  was  almost 
impossible  to  accomplish  the  desired  results. 

The  double  sewing  period  once  in  two  weeks,  in  place  of 
the  single  one  weekly,  which  is  now  on  its  second  year's  trial, 
is  much  better  for  all  concerned. 

The  aim  in  sewing  is  to  teach  the  girls  how  to  make  some 
of  the  every-day  useful  things  well;  not  to  get  a  number  of 
things  made  somehow,  someway.  Home  work  is  not  allowed 
in  sewing,  because  the  mothers,  who  are  of  course  anxious  to 
have  their  children's  work  look  well,  are  inclined  to  do  too 
much  for  them.  They  think  it  is  a  kindness  but  in  reality 
it  is  not  because  what  they  do  the  children  do  not  learn  how 
to  do. 
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Most  of  the  girls  supply  their  own  materials,  therefore  the 
expense  ot  the  sewing  department  is  very  slight.  A  new  room 
has  been  fitted  up  for  the  sewing  and  is  well  liked  by  all. 

The  work  in  cookery  has  been  somewhat  changed  this 
year.  In  the  freshman  class  the  girls  are  all  required  to  take 
a  course  known  as  domestic  science.  This  includes  four 
single  period  recitations  a  week  and  one  double  period  of  cook- 
ing. The  girls  have  a  text  book  and  after  studying  and  re- 
citing on  a  certain  subject,  the  practical  work  is  carried  out 
in  the  cooking  period.  This  gives  a  chance  for  both  the  theory 
and  practice  of  cookery,  which  makes  the  subject  much 
more  worth  while  and  gives  the  girls  something  which  will 
always  be  of  value  to  them. 

The  work  in  the  sophomore  divisions  is  elective  and  mostly 
of  a  practical  nature.  The  planning,  cooking,  and  serving 
of  meals  for  a  very  small  sum  is  given  much  attention.  This 
teaches  the  girls  many  things,  including  cost  of  food,  work  of 
preparation,  and  table  service,  both  in  regard  to  waiting  on 
table  and  service  when  seated  at  the  table. 

This  year  in  all  classes  the  strictest  economy  is  practiced 
and  time  devoted  to  the  teaching  of  foods  suggested  by  "The 
Food  Conservation  Committee." 

Last  May,  through  the  kindness  of  the  School  Committee, 
I  attended  a  course  in  canning  given  in  the  Brookline  high 
school.  The  course  extended  over  three  days.  The  morn- 
ings were  devoted  to  lectures  and  the  afternoons  to  practical 
work.  The  "cold  pack"  method  of  canning  was  thoroughly 
explained  and  the  great  need  of  saving  garden  products  for 
winter  use  was  emphasized. 

The  cooking  lessons  for  May  and  June  were  devoted  to  can- 
ning as  were  also  the  early  ones  in  September  of  this  school 
year. 

The  meeting  was  not  only  helpful  along  canning  lines,  but 
it  gave  the  teachers  of  domestic  science  a  chance  to  meet 
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and  talk  over  their  different  problems,  kinds  of  work,  etc., 
and  many  helpful  suggestions  were  received. 

The  gas  hot  water  heater  which  was  installed  last  summer 
is  very  much  appreciated  and  greatly  facilitates  the  work.

Report  of  Supervisor  of 
Music 


Mr.  Elwood  T.  Wyman, 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  course  of  study  in  music  the  past  year,  as  in  previous  ' 
3'ears,  was  divided  among  the  many  branches:  tone  quality, 
sight  reading — ^both  individual  and  class,  written  Avork,  train- 
ing of  monotones,  arithmetic  of  music  and  chromatic  work. 

Throughout  the  grades  tone  quality  is  considered  of  great 
importance.  Voice  work  is  watched  more  closely  than  an}' 
other  branch  of  the  course,  for  a  strained  voice  and  weakened 
condition  of  the  throat  would  be  the  result  of  poor  tone  pro- 
duction. Pupils  practise  daily  both  ^-ocal  and  deep  breathing 
exercises,  and  are  continually  cautioned  to  aA^oid  loud  sing- 
ing, or  to  sing  beyond  an  easy  range,  either  high  or  low. 

Individual  singing,  sight  work,  has  done  much  to  advance 
school  singing.  Pupils  are  encouraged  and  helped,  and  by 
it  many  have  overcome,  not  only  the  diffidence  Avhich  ex- 
isted, but  also  poor  tone.  Boys  respond  as  readily  and  will- 
ingly as  girls,  which  is  quite  unusual.  Written  work  receives 
its  share  of  drill  and  includes  making  the  staff,  clefs,  plac- 
ing signatures,  scale  building,  and  writing  original  melodies. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  a  large  per  cent  of  the 
first  grade  children  cannot  sing,  or  even  sing  a  given  pitch. 
These  are  called  monotones.  By  careful  and  persistent  drill- 
ing nearly  all  of  these  pupils  are  able  to  take  an  actiA^e  part 
in  the  singing  before  leaving  the  first  grade. 
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Arithmetic  of  music,  time  in  all  forms,  and  chromatic  work 
have  been  given  earnest  attention. 

The  high  school  chorus  has  done  practically  nothing  be- 
cause of  no  music  to  work  on.  I  earnestly  recommend  the 
purchase  of  new  books  for  the  chorus. 

The  interest  in  school  music  is  enthusastic  and  keen.  Boys 
and  girls  enter  into  the  lesson  and  sing  as  though  they  really 
enjoyed  it,  and,  without  doubt,  it  is  because  of  this  splendid 
school  spirit  and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  teachers  that 
such  excellent  results  have  been  obtained.

Report  of  Garden  Supervisor 


Mr.  Elwood  T.  Wyman, 
Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  home  gardens  of  the  school  children  have  shown  a  splen- 
did response  to  the  conservation  propaganda  of  the  spring 
term.  There  were  560  pupils  enrolled  as  gardeners,  the  quality 
of  whose  work  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  efforts  of  the 
teachers.  Of  this  ntmiber  22  were  under  school  age,  but  they 
voluntarily  did  their  bit. 

In  size  the  gardens  varied  from  two  feet  square  to  an  acre. 
Fourteen  pupils  planted  one  twentieth  acre  or  more;  seventy- 
seven  planted  from  one  to  six  square  rods;  four  hundred  six- 
ty-nine planted  less  than  a  square  rod.  For  juvenile  work 
the  gardens  approached  a  high  standard  of  excellence,  receiv- 
ing ranks  as  follows:  243,  excellent;  142,  good;  49,  lack  of 
thorough  cultivation;  44,  failures.  Sixty  gardens  could  not 
be  classified  owing  to  inconvenience  of  location,  absence  of 
o^Tier,  or  sharing  of  work.  I  saw  some  stage  of  the  work  which 
could  nol  determine  the  quality  of  the  whole.  The  failures 
were  nearly  all  gardens  of  small  children  who  went  away, 
or  who  were  discouraged  by  failure  of  seeds  to  grow.  The 
chilly  May  weather  and  heavy  rains  later  caused  the  loss 
of  many"  seeds  and  yotmg  plants. 

Small  as  most  of  the  gardens  were,  the  total  crops  add  materi- 
ally to  Whitman's  food  supply.  Following  is  an  estimate 
of  marketable  produce :  Potatoes,  220  bushels :  Beans,  83  bushels : 
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Cabbages,  196  bushels :  Carrots,  22  bushels :  Beets,  32  bushels : 
Com,  160  bushels:  Tomatoes,  6  bushels:  Turnips,  28  bushels, 
Onions  9  bushels:  Peas,  56  bushels:  Peppers,  2  1-2  bushels: 
Parsnip,  4  bushels:  Cucumbers,  25  bushels:  various  greens, 
20  bushels:  Pop  com,  1  1-2-bushels:  Rape,  17  bushels:  Squashes, 
342  fmits.  Pumpkin,  88  fmits:  Celery,  74  bunches:  Radishes, 
1,154  bunches:  Lettuce  2,  568  heads. 

In  addition  to  these  practical  products  were  the  various 
novelties  which  children  love  to  try,  and,  in  connection  with 
vegetables  as  a  mle,  there  were  over  2,000  sq.  ft.  of  flowers. 

The  prizes  were  an  inducement  to  good  work,  but  because 
of  the  small  amounts  given,  efforts  were  made  for  honors 
rather  than  for  the  monetary  values.  The  School  Board, 
Woman's  Club,  and  Board  of  Trade  each  contributed  fifteen 
dollars.  This  sum  was  divided  to  make  eighteen  awards  for 
garden  work,  and  twenty-eight  awards  for  exhibits. 

The  exhibit  on  September  28  filled  lower  Town  Hall,  220 
exhibitors  taking  part.  Awards  were  distributed  by  the 
County  Supervisor  of  Junior  Agriculture,  Miss  Annie  L. 
Burke,  who  commended  the  exhibit  very  highly.  The  prize 
which  accomplished  most  toward  stirring  enthusiasm  for  the 
work  of  1918,  was  the  first  prize  silver  cup  awarded  Whitman 
by  the  County  Farm  Bureau  for  excellence  of  junior  agri- 
cultural work  in  large  towns.  Everywhere  I  have  found  the 
children  anxious  to  do  their  patriotic  "bit,"  and  all  plan  for 
more  gardens,  and  bigger,  better  gardens  the  coming  year.

We  must  emphasize  again  the  absolute  necessity  of  electric 
lights  in  our  school  rooms.  A  most  important  reason  for 
their  installation  has  now  arisen  from  the  fact  that  this  v/ar 
may  necessitate  the  use  of  all  public  buildings  by  our  return- 
ing soldiers,  and  we  would  respectfully  urge  that  these  lights 
be  installed  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Beginning  in  April  of  last  year  the  school  nurse  was  intro- 
duced to  our  school  system.  Very  good  results  have  been 
obtained  from  the  so  called  "follow  up"  work,  which  has  con- 
sisted of  the  nurse's  going  into  the  homes  of  pupils  and  ex- 
plaining their  physical  defects  and  the  treatment  required. 
She  has  also  given  talks  on  hygiene  and  how  to  treat  the  little 
troublesome  bodily  ailments  to  which  children  are  subject. 
As  a  result  of  this  work,  many  teeth  have  received  dental 
treatment,  and  many  defective  nasal  conditions  have  been 
remedied.  Diseased  tonsils  have  been  removed  and  eyes  have 
been  fitted  with  glasses  in  a  great  many  cases,  which  other- 
wise would  not  have  been  attended  to.  In  the  case  of  needy 
parents,  this  work  was  done  from  a  small  fimd  turned  over 
for  the  purpose.  In  the  matter  of  estimates  for  school  approp- 
riations this  subject  should  be  seriously  considered,  for  there 
are  still  many  children  in  the  town  that  are  sadly  in  need  of 
this  sort  of  worthy  relief. 

The  shower  baths  installed  the  past  year  have  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  our  boys  and  unquestionably  aided  in  the 
grand  success  of  our  high  school  athletics.
